100,000 German Casualties. 
What has happened is that the 


German Armies have been worn 


down in the bitter battle of the last 
five weeks in which the Americans 
inflicted losses of more than 100,000, 
including 30,000 unwounded prison- 
ers. After three weeks of grueling 
warfare we hit strongly yesterday 
_ morning, meeting the strongest re- 
~ sistance the enemy could put up. It 
‘was evident that when we began an- 
other intense artillery preparation 
this morning the Germans gave up 
the job of holding the line and got 
out of our way. Then the Amer- 
icans reaped the fruits of the bitter 
but unsensational battle of the last 
month and more. 

It was our plan this morning to try 
to bring up our right, and especially 
our left, to the approximate line of 
Bayonville. Our centre corps turned 
to aid the left corps, only to find the 
left sweeping ahead. The commands 
were hurriedly changed and the 
centre turned about north. Our left 
swept on through Champigneulle, 
through the Bois des Loges, which 
had been taken and lost seven times, 
and with the centre corps surrounded 
the Village of Thénorgues, where we |.

Further to the edst our troops 
which started from north of Re- 
monville ran into bitter machine gun 
resistance in the Bois Barricourt.

Through this barrier 
we swept on to Barricourt village, 
about on a line with Buzancy.

Meuse front. Probably tonight no 
troops are left in this former strong- 
hold. 

While it cannot be said tonight 
where the German line is, the full 
significance of our gain today with- 
out other considerations may be 
gathered from the fact that the Ste- 
nay-Buzancy railroad line has been 
taken from the Germans and the 
long wooded position formed by the 
Argonne forest and the forest of 
Boult to the north has been broken. 

Between the Americans and the 
Sedan railroad line now the terrain 
is comparatively easy, there being 
no high hills to speak of and few 
woods. In a week we have broken 
the German positions north of Ver- 
dun. There is a strong belief that 
the Germans will be driven: back to 
the Sedan line. 

However that may be, taking to-- 
day’s victory for itself the Anier- 
icans tonight are in towns which for } 
four years have been in German 
hands. We have achieved a great 
victory on the pivotal sector of the 
whole western front. Our operation 
is not to be considered ‘completed, 


Austrian Divisions Withdrawn. 


The Germans have withdrawn five 
Austrian ‘divisions from ‘before the 
Second» American Arty... These 40,- 
000 men are reported as entraining 
for Austria. 

I am not ‘perinitted to give the ex- 
act location of these divisions. It may 
be said that they are between the 
.Meuse and the Moselle, and that we 
have taken a considerable number of 
prisoners from three which have 
been in line.. These divisions are 
part of nine-loaned to the Germans 
some months ago, when Berlin sent 
a hurry-up call to Vienna. 

The Ameri¢an: troops have been 
rather interested in the status of 
these divisions under the armistice. 
Their morale has been low ever since 
they have been oh the front, They 
showed on increasing tendency to 
surrender, but the Americans were 
not quite sure that they wished to 
accept them as prisoners, thereby 
incurring expense and trouble with- 
out decreasing the fighting force of 
their enemy if ‘the Austrians 
should no longer wish to fight. 

An interesting jight, on the atti- 
tude of the Austrians is afforded 
by the fact that when captured they 
show distaste for the Germans, even 
insisting on being put in separate 
cages. 

It is definitely known that rest- 
ing German divisions have been put 
in position to replace the Austrian 
divisions. 

Result of First Day’s Fighting. 

Nov. 1, (Midnight.)—After a day of 
hard fighting, following an attack at 
dawn this morning, the American 
First Army is smashing through the 
Freya Stellung tonight. It holds a 
line running from the Bois des Loges 
front to Imecourt north of Bayonville, 
Remonville, Andevanne, and Clery Le 
Grand. 

More than 3,600 prisoners have been 
counted as a result of the day's opeéra- 
tions. The Gerr>.s8 aré rushing up 

reinforcements in an effort to stein 
cur victorious advance. 

Fot two weeks the Americans had 
been consolidating bitterly won posi- 
tions to give them a good starting lins 
for their new attack. Thére was 
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perfecting the lines of communication 
agaihst great military and natural dif- 
ficulties. 

The result is that our blow today 
drives a salient into the strongest part 
of the German line, bringing us within 
three miles of Buzancy, which is im- 
portant bévause it is at the junction 
of the. enemy communication lines in 
front of us: In the centre we smashed 
through to Bayofville. On the right 
our plans did not call for a great ad- 
vance.

Held Up by Machine Guns.

line imposed the severest kind of re- 
sistance, especially on the lett. 

Our first rush took. us into and past 
the villages of Landres and Landres et 
St. Georges, where were defenses which 
had resisted all our efforts for three 
weeks, forming the: strongest remain- 
ing position of the Kriemhilde Stel- 
lung. Past these hurdles, over open 
fields, the Americans swept five kilo- 
meters over the Agron River, north to 
Bayonville, thereby piercing the Freya 
Stellung to a considerable depth. To 
the right of this division, other, troops 
swept through the Bois Hazois with 
little fighting and on to Remonville. 
Heavy machine gun resistance was 
overcome in the Bois Anéevanne. 

Southwest of Bayonville was estab- 
lished the German position before us. 
A heavy barrage by the 75s was laid 
down behind it. The Germans, seeing 
the Americans advancing through the 
mist, fled only to hit the barrage. 
Thén they turned and surrendered. In 
garrison were counted 1,200 un- 
wounded prisoners. Near here among 
the prisoners was found a woman 
wearing the uniform of a German pri- 

vate. 

The German artillery was much 
weaker than exzected, considered to 
be due to the fact that Germans were 
engaged in moving back their guns 
when our attack started. The indica- 
tions were that the enemy hada good 
idea about our coming attack. He had 
heavy reserves ready, and was able to 
throw thém in quickly. However, at 
mManhy points the resistance was lighter 
than expected. It is not exactly clear 
at this stage where the enemy plans 
his next strong stand. He has half 
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organized a position running through 
Buzancy. 
Five German Planes Downed. 

‘We had many planes ready to take 
part in today's fray, but because of 
heavy weather aerial activity was at 
a minimum. We bepaget down five 
boches. 

The gréatest importance of our vic- 
tory today lies in the fresh menace 
created for the German railroad sys- 
tem through Longuyon, Sedan, and 
Meziéres. The nearer we get the more 
guns can be brought to béar on it. 
Today’s advance brings us within four 
kilometers of Buzaney, which means 
that the stiallest field guns can shell 
the important branch railroad running 
from Longuyon through Stenay, 
through Busancy, and supplying the 
front immediately before the First 
Army. The next branch line to the 
north runs from Stenay through Beau- 
mont, through Stonne, meaning that 
the intermediate territory must be sup- 
plied entirely by wagon and truck 
transportation.

WITH THE FRENCH ARMIES, 
Nov. 2.—While Germany is trembling 
before the defection of her allies and 
rumors of disaster and revolution, one 
of-the greatest battles of the war is 
Taging on the wings of the French 
front, where Foch is hammering. at 
vital lines of communication. 

‘In Flanders the Allies are forcing 
the crossing of the Scheldt, which is 
the last natural obstacle barring the 
road to Brussels. 

In the east the Americans are win- 
ming marked successes as Gouraud’s 
continued progress frees them from 
the menace on the left flank. The 
French troops have now bitten deep 
into the Argonne massif. 

The latest reports announce that 
they are approaching the village of 
Quatrechamps, more than half way 
along the most northerly of the 
famous Argonne defiles.. A few kilo- 
meters to the south there has been an 
egual gain northwest of Longwy, the 
centre of the next defile, Croix au 
Bois. “e 

On the extreme left of the attack 
they ate pushing northeastward along 
the Ardennes Canal, in the direction 
of Chesne. Here the resistance is 
most violent, though everywhere in- 
tense, as the enemy is holding des- 
perately to the few kilometers of 
ground that still prevent all his posi- 
tions southward from being out- 
flanked. 

But the inexorable allied pressure is 
doing ‘the job, and the absence of any 
fresh divisions in reserve is proving a 
fatal weakness to the German defense. 
The Kaiser’s weary and battle-shat- 
tered troops, half refitted and reduced 
in some cases to effectives of less than 
1, 
withstand the thrust of the allied 
troops, flushed with victory. Some- 
thing must break soon unless an 
eleventh-hour surrender averts Ger- 
man. disaster. 


PARIS, Nov. 2.—The Germans are 
retreating across the Argonne Forest 
and the French forces are close upon 
them, having captured today, according 
te the announcement of the War Office, 
numerous villages and woods. The 
statement says: 

“* Vigorous attacks yesterday and this 


morning by the 4th.Army on the Aisne 
front, in connection with the victorious 
effort of the Americans between the 
Argonne and Meuse, have compelled thc 
enemy to beat a retreat across the 
Argonne Forest. Our troops, smashing 
the enémy rearguards, who by stub- 
born resistance attempted to check our 
advance, made important progress along 
the whole front of the attack. 

* **On the left we have taken Semuy 
and carried our lines as far as the 
south bank of the Ardennes Canal, 
which we have reached on a front or 
two kilometers, from Semyy to Neu- 
ville-et-Day. 

‘* Further south we have reached the 
outskirts of Les Alleux, Quatre Champs, 
and La Croix-aux-bois, after having 
captured Bois Vandy and the village of 
Ballay, despite the enemy resistance, 
which was particularly violent on the 
Alleux Plateau, and the Croix-aux-Bois 
defile. 

“* On the right Longwe and Primat fell 
into our hands. North of the latter

AISNE, ov. 1, (Associated 
Preasas.)—General Gouraud’s troops made 
important progress east of the River 
Aisne today. They captured several 
hundred prisoners, and batteries of 3- 
inch and 4-inch guns. 

The concentric movement of troops 
advancing northward from the region 
of Olizy and Beaurepaire, und eastward 
from the line of the bend in the Aisne, 
has tightened their grip on the wooded 
region northwest of Grand Pré.. The 
forces advancing northward reached the 
spur east of rimat and the Broye 

erm, 1,000 yards north of Beaurepaire, 
while those advancing eastward from 
the Aisne occupied the villages of Rilly- 
aux-Oies, Semuy, and Voncq, rorth of 
veysere, and Falaise, to the south- 
eas .

Woman Soldier Among Prisoners 
Taken by Pershing’s Men. 


WITH THE AMERICAN ARMY 
NORTHWEST OF VERDUN. Nov. 2, 
(Associated Press.)—Considering the 
magnitude of the operation, the Amert- 
can losses in yesterday’s fighting were 


small. As far as the Americans were 
concerned, the elaborate preparations 
they had made to care for their wounded 
proved to have been unnecessary. 

On the other hand, the reports indi- 
cate that the German casualties were 
unusually heavy. Most of the prisoners 
captured by the Americans in the fight- 
ing on Thursday were in excellent phy- 
sical condition and displayed better 
morale than is usually the case. They 
were fully cognizant of the efforts of 
their Government to arrange an arm- 
istice and, while apparently overjoyed 
at the probability of an early peace, 
were of that class that has been discip- 
lined to war and which reflects the de- 
termined resistance the enemy haa been 
making against the Americans. . All ap- 
peared to realize that a breaking 
through by the Americans would result 
almost certainly in the loss of part of 
the German Army on the western front. 

Among the prisoners brought in today 
was one woman. She was dressed in 
uniform, carried a gun and had en- 
dured the same discipline and priva- 
tions as the soldiers. Evidence received 
indicated: that this was merely one of 
those instances in which a woman man- 
aged to get into the firing line to seek 
auventure, and that the German Gov- 
ernment was not beginning to use 
women in the battle zone. 


VERSAILLES DRAFTED 
TERMS FOR AUSTRIA 


Rome Indicates They Are Drastic 
and Inspired by Principles 
Stated by Wilson. 


ROME. Nov. 2.—Official announce- 
ment was made here today that the 
allied terms to Austria in response to 
her application for an armistice had 
been handed by General Diaz, the Itai- 
ian Commander in Chief, to Austrian 
officers. The announcement reads: 

“An officer of the Austrian General 
Staff presented himself on the front of 
our lines, bearing credentials, and asked 
to discuss. an armistice. 

**General Diaz referred the question 
to Premier Orlando, who is now tn 
Paris,. who in turn informed the Inter- 
Allied Conference, which discussed and 
defined the conditions upon which the 
armistice could be granted, and charged 
Genéral Diaz, in the name of the Gov- 
ernments of the Allies and the United 
States, to communicate them to the 
Austrian white-flag bearers. 

‘‘ The.conditions of the armistice are 
inspired by the principles of President 
Wilson, namely, to render impossible for 
the enemy to recommence the war and 
to prevent him from profiting By an 
armistice to withdraw from a. difficult 
military situation. The condition of the 
battle along our front demonstrates the 
great value of these terms. 

‘‘As it is probable that the Austro- 
Hungarian white flag bearers would 
wish to confer upon the subject with 
their chiefs, it. is.supposed -that the. re- 
sponse may not be immediate.”’ 
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TERMS MAY BE IN BERLIN 
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bear in mind that our own situation is 
extremely serious.’’ 


Foresees Capitulation. 
The Schwiabische Tagewacht is even 


franker.. It admits that Germany 
must capitulate. It says that ‘‘ oppo- 
site us are our enemies, behind us en-: 
feebled allies who may soon become 
our enemies if they are not able soon 
to terminate,the war on their own ac- 
count as well as ours.’’ In the opin- 
ion of this newspaper ‘‘ it. would be 
madness to advise fighting to the end 
and to sacrifice our last resources and 
our last drop of. blood. And with what 
hope of success?’’ 

Germany's losses in~ ammunition, 
guns, and other war supplies and pre- 
sumably in men, in the. present fight- 
ing, haye been staggering. In the last 
two weeks, according to official infor- 
mation received .in “Washington, the 
allied forces have captured nearly five 
million shells. It is known also that in 
spite of the apparent determination 
with which she is resisting the ad- 
vance of the allied armies the morale 
of her soldiers is at low ebb. Condi- 
tions at home are very bad. Strikes 
are on in some of:the big munitions 
factories and the people are showing 
signs that threaten outbreaks’ unless 
peace comes’soon. . 

It is believed in some informed quar- 
ters that the German people will not 
tolerate a refigal of the armistice con- 
ditions even in the knowledge that ac- 
ceptance means humiliation for Ger- 
many and’an end to her dream of 
future greatness. 

The abdication of the Kaiser is being 
openly advocated in the German press. 
Newspapers, heretofore compelled to 
print practically only what the Impe- 
rial Government desired, are taking 
advantage of the situation in which 
the toppling autocracy. finds itself and 
are telling something of' the truth. 
Their comments are being cabled to 
Washington from official agencies in 
Switzerland. The statement that the 
matter of the Kaiser’s abdication was 
considered by the War Cabinet at Ber- 
lin continues’ to appear in the’ press. 
Bavaria, whose dislike of the Prussian 
rule has been manifested lately, re- 
mains loyal, but at a great mass meet- 
ing in: Munich this week resolutions 
were adopted which, while expressing 
adherence to the empire, demanded 
that the Kaiser step down and out. 
The Emperor has left Berlin for Great 
Headquarters. Momentous results of 
his visit there are evidently expected. 


Turkey as an Example. 


The publication of the terms of sur- 

render which Turkey was obliged to 
accept gives. an inkling of what isin 
store for Germany. _Turkey has been 
rendered impotent; she cannot con- 
tinue the war. Germany, it is em- 
!phasized here, will be.‘ obliged 
abandon’ practically every. 
‘military power.in order. to obtain. the 
great boon ofa cessation of. hoatilities 
which she is ‘seeking. _-It is every- 
where taken for granted here that 
with the armistice conditions carried 
out Germany will be obliged to accept 
any peace terms that the Allies may 
see fit to impose. What the armistice 
or preliminary conditions are must re- 
main a secret until they are officially 
| disclosed, but guarded hints as to some 
of the conditions come from informed 
| persons. 

The surrender of all German railroad 
material; the surrender of all war ma- 
terial, including guns, in the ter- 
ritory to be evacuated by the enemy; 
the occupation of evacuated territory 
by allied troops, inter-allied supervi- 
sion of work in German munitions 
factories so as to prevent the accumu- 
lation of any war supplies, the seques- 
tration of U-boats—these were some 
of the conditions which, it was indi- 
cated, would be included in the armi- 
stice. 


Must Quit Alsace-Lorraine. 


It is well understood in Washington, 
however, that the armistice terms will 
go much further. Germany, it is be- 
lieved, will be obliged to withdraw her 
forces not only from all allied terri- 
tory, but from Alsace-Lorraine. Cer- 
tainly in the conference at Versailles 
there was advocacy of compelling Ger- 
many to let allied troops occupy West 
Prussia up to the banks of the Rhine, 
and it is supposed that this condition 
was imposed in the statement of 
armistice terms. The allied prisoners 
held by Germany must be released at 
once, while the Allies will continue to 
hold the German soldiers and sailors 
taken by them. Some of the Bhine 
forts must be surrendered to the Allies 
to ‘guarantee compliance with the 
armistice. 

Immediate steps toward the restora- 
tion of France and Belgium will be 
taken when the armistice is on. The 
task is enormous. France will appeal 
to. the United States for help, Mr. 
Tardieu said today, and the attitude 
of the Administration gave assurance 
that America will respond cordially. 
These who have seen the devastated 
regions of northern France realize 
what the work of reconstruction 
means. A British commission of agri- 
cultural experts which visited the re- 
gions that had been occupied by the 
‘Germans was appalled by the devasta- 
tion. Its members expressed the opin- 
ion that the rich agricultural country 
had been so torn that it would be use- 
less for farming for many years, if 
ever, and advised as a first step to- 
ward reclamation the planting of fruit 
trees in the shell holes that every- 
where marred the landscape. 

It is estimated that it will take two 
years to put the French coal mines 
in shape to produce coal, so thorough 
was their destruction by the Germans 
as they fled before the allied advance. 
It will be ten years, experts say, be- 
fore these mines will be able to fur- 
nish the production of the pre-war 
period. To reconstruct private homes 
alone, according to an official esti- 


‘mate, will require the work of 100,000 
men for twenty years.

From a military point of view, the 
proposal that the German armies be dis- 
armed and retired. thirty miles beyond 
the Rhine is classed only as tanta- 
mount to an absolute surrender. It 
would not only throw open to the allied 
and American armies many roads to 
Berlin itself but, with the surrender of 
railway rolling stock, deprive them of 
means to retrace their steps or fight if 
they would. : : 

There is some question among military 
observers as to whether such complete 
terms are really necessary. Undoubt- 
ediy_the object sought in proposing that 
the enemy retire thirty miles behind the 
Rhine is to destroy the German inner 
defense system. That system is sup- 
ported by a chain of fortresses, without 
which the line would be untenable, and 
some military experts believe it may 
not be necessary to go further than:to 
demand the surrender or dismantling of 
those forts. 

The military discussion developed. by 
the proposals brings a suggestion that 
a wide zone might be established within 
the borders of Germany, from which the 
armed forces of both sides might’ be 
withdrawn until peace treaties finally 
have fixed new boundaries. The French 
and Belgian frontiers are expected to be 
reoccupied by the allied armies, but it 
might develop that as the German forces 
would be required to fall back the Ger- 
man frontier provihces might be -left 
unoccupied in a military sense. 

It seems considered certain to military 
experts here, hoWever, that the terms 
will include the surrender of the Metz 
fortifications and such of the Rhine 
fortresses as will clear the way for mili- 
tary invasion of Germany to an extent 
making restistance futile.

LONDON, Nov. 2.—The Bavarian Pre- 
mier has notified Berlin that the Ba- 
varian royal tamily claims the imperial 
throne in the event of Emperor Will- 
fam’s abdication, according to the So- 
¢clalist Leipsiger Volkszeitung, which is 
quoted in a Hague dispatch to The Daily 
‘Mail. 


The claim of the royal Bavarian family 
of Wittelsbach to the imperial throne of 
Germany may be based on several 
grounds, the most tangible of which are 
the importance of Bavaria as a State in 
the German family of nations and the 
identity of the members of the Wittels- 
bach family with the imperial title in the 
Past. 

Bavaria is the second kingdom in the 
empire in area. pupulation, members in 
the Bundesrai, and Deputies in the 
Reichstag. It has 48 members of the 
Reichstag to Prussia’s 236 and 6 mem- 
bers of the Reichsrat to Prussia’s 17. 
Its population by a recent census was 
10,000,000 to Prussia’s 45,000,000. 

For centuries Bavaria, with Saxony, 
exercised a dominating influence 
throughout the German States except in 
Prussia. This was by the arts rather than 
by the force of arms. All through the

ter Louis of Bavaria became Emperor. 

On his death the Palatinate was sepa- 

rated from Bavaria and each continued 

to be ruled by the descendants of Count 

Otho until 1777, when the Palatinate line 

e extinct. 

Napoleon, in 1805, made Bavaria a 
kingdom, and ever since Munich, in all 
save politics, has been more under the 
influence of Paris than of Kerlin. The 
King of Bavaria was the firm ally of 
France in the Napoleonic wars until, 
in 1813, he cleverly changed sides and 
thus later obtained concessions from 
Napoleon's enemies at the congresses 
of essburg and Vienna. The terri- 
torial gifts of Napoleon, Bavaria was 
obliged to restore to Austria. 

During the first half of the last cent- 
ury three forces contended for suprem- 
acy in Bavaria, each in turn supported 

the mediaeval dynasty which sur- 

ved all conflicts—the fine arts, democ- 

cy. one an imperial program which in- 

both. he romances and cult- 

ure of the Kings of that period are pro- 
verbial. 

In 1850 Bavaria first came out into the

The reigning King of Bavaria is Lud- 
wig III. He was born Jan. 27, 1845, 
and became Regent in succession to his 
father, Prince Luitpold, who died Dec. 

He was proclaimed King on 
Nov. 5, 1913, in succession to his cousin, 
King Otto, who was declared incapable 
of ruling because of mental infirmity. 
King Ludwig was married Feb. 20, 1868 
to Archduchess Maria Theresa of Aus- 
tria-Este, of the branch of Modena. 

The heir apparent is Crown Prince 
Rupprecht, who was in command of the 
right wing on the western front from 
December, 1914, till Aug. 10, 1918. It 
was reported that following a quarrel 
at Main Headquarters he left the army, 
but the official report of the incident 
stated that he had ‘‘ gone on a vaca- 
tion.”” His engagement was then an- 
nounced to a sister of the Grand Duch- 
ess of Luxemburg.

Cooper Union Meeting Hears 
What Governor Did for 
Workingmen. 


USES WORDS OF. MITCHELL 


Democratic-Candidate Reads How 
Labor Leader Attacked Changes 
in Compensation Bill. 


Alfred E. Smith addressed an enthusi- 
astic meeting of labor men ,at Cooper 
Union last night. Mr. Smith was fre- 
quently cheered when he contrasted his 


record on labor questions-while Speaker 
of the Assembly with Govérnor Whit- 


man’s record on the same subject. Mr. 
Smith declared that he had always 
worked in the interest of labor, and, If 
elected, would do everything in his 
power to obtain legislation favorable to 
the working classes. He said in part: 
“In a moment of excitement when 
Governor Whitman was unable toanswer 


the charges against his administration 
and was without a proper understanding 
of the damage that he did to the Work- 
men’s Compensation act, he shouted from 
the platform, '‘“‘ What did Smith ever do 
for labor? ’’. That will be answered for 
him on next-Election Day. 

** When. I went to the Legislature first, 
we had a Department of Labor that 
was next to useless. It was testified to 
before the: State -Factory Investigating 
Commission that the appropriation made 
for the conduct of the Department of 
Labor was so ridiculously small, that 
the number of inspectors were of neces- 
sity so small, that each factory was in- 
spected about once a year and the 
owners of the factory knew just upon 
what day to expect the inspector. It 
is a matter of sworn testimony that 
in one case in Troy where the inspector 
arrived a day ahead of time, they were 
unable to get the children illegally work- 
= in the factory from his notice. In 
order to accomplish it, they put them in 
an elevator and ran it between the 
floors and allowed it to stand there un- 
til the inspector left the building. 

“A State Factory Investigating Com- 
-mission, as you men well know, made 
the Department of Labor a real, live, 
active department of the State Govern- 
ment. It is notorious all over the State 
that the labor record of the present ad- 
ministration at Albany’ is very bad. It 
is well known in labor circles that Gov- 
ernor Whitman lent himself to the Re- 
publican pledge to help the insurance 
companies by writing the direct settle- 
ment law into the Workmen’s Compen- 
sation act. He reads during his meet- 
ing speeches from a letter of John 
Mitchell, but Mitchell's letter that he 
reads is not upon the subject of direct 
settlement. It is on the subject of 
partial payments. Let him read what 
John Mitchell said about the Direct 
Settlement bill: 


I regard the Direct Settlement bill 
as one tending to bring back the evils 
which the existing act removed. It 
will make the amount of compensation 
in most cases a matter to be determ- 
ined by bargaining between the in- 
jured man and the employer or ‘his 
representative. Apart from the ris- 
cord which attends to bargaining, 
there is the disadvantage that the 
weaker party cannot make a fair bar- 
gain with the stronger one. 

‘* Let me convict the Whitman admin- 
istration upon the testimony of one of 
the men who this year helped pay for 
the printing and circulation of his so- 
called ‘ White Book.’ George W. Per- 
kins on Aug. 9, 1915, in a letter to a 

rominent Progressive, had the follow- 
ng to say: 

In the State of New York the Demo- 
crats have given us the only social 
justice legislation that has been en- 
eated> while the “Republicans “have 
since aot og nullify that legislation. 
“The New York Tribune, a Repub- 

lican paper, was so disgusted with the 
conduct of the Governor and the Legis- 
lature because of their attitude to labor 
statutes that it wrote the following edi- 
torial on Saturday, April 24: 

They discerned a license to destroy 
legislation that represented gains for 
humanity and protection for the less 





fortunate. To the failure of the 

Legislature there has been added that 
of the Governor. 

“The present State administration 
was ushered into office on the first 
day of January, 1915, upon a wave of 
reaction. From the Governor down 
the leaders of his party became obsessed 
with the idea that a majority of the 
People of this State éntertained their 
notions about labor legislation. Fol- 
lowing their inclinations, an attempt 
was made to weaken the whole Labor 
Code of the State of New York. A 
Senator named ene was picked out 
as the man to introduce the bills to 
weaken our labor laws. I will 


you 
a telegram from Samuel 


Gompers, 
President of the American Federation 
of Labor, that explains itself: 


Am advised that my name is being 
used favoring Spring Bill to consoli- 
date Department of Labor with Work- 
mens’ Compensation Commission. 
Such representation is not only with- 
out my consent but against my pro- 
test. For after careful reading of 
the bill I am sure such measure is 
reactionary and injurious to the ef- 
fectiveness of the Department and 
commission and detrimental to the 
interests of the workers of the State 
of New York. As member of .New 
York Factory Investigating Commis- 
sion which recommended the bene- 
ficial labor legislation now on the 
statute books and as President of the 
American Federation of bor, Ia 
peal to you to use your influence to 
prevent passage of Spring bill or in 
any other way the weakening of the 
beneficial labor laws of our State. 

(Signed) SAMUEL GOMPERS, 
a American Federation of 
abor. 


**Let us look at the other side of the 
question for a moment. What has Gov- 
ernor Whitman done in his four years 
of benifit to labor? He increased the 
appropriations to the department, to 
the Industrial Commission, without an 
good return to the labor people. Muc 
of the money found its way into the 
hands of politicians calculated to hel 
the Governor in his third term ambi- 
tions. A number of men were added to 
the payroll of the Labor Department as 
temporary employes during the Summer 
of this year, who have rendered no 
service to the State, whatever. Much 
of it happened in Westchester County, 
where the Governor was obliged to 
build his fences because he had not the 
support of the leaders of his party in 
that county. 

“His four years have been barren 
of any accomplishment of good or bene- 
fit to all the people of the State. It has 
been wasteful and self-centred. He 
can point to no accomplishment, nor 
has he any program for the future. He 
is silent on the important problem of 
food distribution. The money of the 
State has been wasted in a costly Food 
Commission with no result in decrease 
of the cost of food. Problems that af- 
fect the home have been lost sight of 
—, by his administration.”’ 

Mr. Smith will wind up his campaign 
to-morrow with a trip on Long Island, 
speaking in Suffolk and Nassau coun- 
ties in the morning, and on Staten “Isl- 
and during the evening.

His first address on Staten 
Island will be at Port Richmond at 8:30 
o'clock in the ee and an hour 
later he will —_ n the Stapleton 
Clubrooms, Stapleton, where he_ will 
make his last speech of the campaign. 


WHITMAN AT BUFFALO. 


Speaking at Two Meetings, Says 
_ Tammany Is the Issue. 
BUFFALO, N. Y., Nov. 2.—Governor 


Whitman came to Buffalo today for the 


only political meeting held in this city 
during the campaign. The influenza 
quarantine, which had lasted for three 
weeks previous to Thursday, had pre- 
vented any other meetings. The v- 
ernor addressed a large crowd at the 
Broadway Market in the Polish section 
of the city and also an indoor meeting 
on the west side. Miss wary Garret 
Hay, Chairman of the New York City 
Suffrage Party, spoke ‘from the same 
platform at the hall meeting. , 

In his speech the Governor reviewed 
the war record of New York State 


-denouncéd “as utipatriotic any appeal for 


the election of his Democratic opponent 
based on the ground of loyalty to the 
President. He declared that Tammany 
was the issue in the State campai and 
asked: ‘‘Is there an intelligent human 
being in the State who can be persuaded 
that in order to support Mr. Wilson he

SMITH TELLS WOMEN 
TO DISTRUST WHITMAN 


“Do Not Be Carried Away by the 
Governor's Promises,’ Can- 


didate Declares. 


Alfred E. Smith made a speech yes- 
terday afternoon to women at the 
Lyceum Theatre, in 45th Street. After 
discussing the issues of the campaign, 
in which he said the women were as 
much interested as the men, Mr. Smith 
declared that he had tried to keep the 
campaign on a plane of decency and 
kindliness, but that Governor Whitman 
had gone out of his way to attack him 
on certain appointments he had made. 
On the question of prohibition he said 
the Governor was not sincere, but was 


using the issue merely as a shield to 
hide his own gee ween mS) 

“How much of sincerity is there, 
he asked, ‘‘ behind a promise that he 
has made that he is for the ratification 
of the prohibition amendment? I do 
not want to go into this matter for I 
have tried to keep the campai on a 
dignified basis. I am running for Gov- 
ernor, not Supervisor, but do not be 
carried away, or let your friends be 
carried away by the Governor’s prom- 
ises. Read what some of the leading 
Republicans of the State have to say 
about the question, and particularly 
Senator Brown, an able and distin- 
guished up-State Republican who made 
the statement that has yet to be con- 
tradicted that ‘more rum was con- 
sumed in the Executive Mansion in the 
last four years than in the twenty years 
preceding.’ ’’ 

Mr. Smith said that the women who 
would for the first time exercise their 
right of franchise this year had every 
reason to. expect that the campaign 
would be one of education and not per- 
sonalities. It was expected from both 
candidates, he said, that there: would 
be a discussion of what should be done 
to remedy existing abuses and makes 
the State a better place for men, wo- 
men and children to live and work in. 
Mr. Smith advised his hearers to read 
the Democratic platform on which he 
said he stood fair and square. 

“I will do what I possibly can to 
carry it into operation,’’ he _ said. 
‘‘ Every promise that it makes I stand 
behind with all the energy and all the 
vigor that I possess.”’

Speakers from all over the United States 
will make the appeal, and Miss Helen 
Todd will make the ‘‘ keystone speech ’’ 
from 12 M. to 1 A. M. Tuesday morning. 
Other speakers will be Mrs. Harriot 
Stanton Blatch and Mrs. Minna Van 
Winkle. Miss Vida Milholland will sing 
at intervals from 11 A. M. to 8 P. M. 
tomorrow. 

This meeting will be the climax to the 
intensive campaign that has been carried 
on against Senator Baird.

ARMY NEEDS MANY OFFICERS 


Chances for Older Men to Get Com- 
missions in Staff Corps. 
There still remains a need in this coun- 
try of many army officers for both the 
line and the staff, according to an an- 


nouncement made yesterday by Captain 
Arthur’ F. Cosby of the Military Train- 
ing Camps Association, which is co- 
operating with the War Department in 
aiding qualified civilians who desire to 
enter the service. The association, the 
office of which is at 19 West‘ Forty- 
fourth Street, is now acting as a clear- 
ing house for information regarding va- 
cancies in the official personnel of the 
army. 

ne ere is today,’’ Captain Cosby said, 
‘“‘a serious shortage of officers in prac- 
tically every branch of the service, and 
an exceptional o nereey is presented 
for good men, who have heretofore felt 
unable for one reason or another to 
enter the army, to make application. 
The most important new work is hand- 
dling applications for all the staff corps. 
Major Joseph G. Kitchell, Ordnance 
Corps, has been stationed in New York 
as district representative of the Gen- 
eral Staff for this purpose, with offices 
in connection with the Military Train- 
ing Camps Association. 

“Under the new procedure all appli- 
cants for commissions should, in the 
first instance, apply to the office of the 





Military Training Camps Association 
for preliminary interview and applica- 
tion blanks. 


“These Staff Corps Commissions are 
primarily for older men, whose tech- 
nical and business experience would be 
of value in the rs and men who, 
largely, were disqualified for ‘general 
military service either son being 
placed in the special or limited class of 
the draft or in deferred classification 
other than essential industries.’’ 


The first opportunity for voluntary in- 
duction of draft registrants into the 
navy is announced by the draft head- 
quarters in the Hall of Records. The 
men wanted, all of whom must come 
out of the draft lists. include, 100 boat 
builders, 50 expert boilermakers, 50 cop- 
persmiths, 150 cooks, and 100 stewards. 
Applicants should make their applica- 
tions through their respective district 
draft boards.

Semi - Official Organ Omitted 


President’s Direct Plea to 
the People. 


Examination of the version of Presi- 
dent Wilson's Metropolitan Opera House 
speech of Sept. 27 printed in the semi- 
official Norddeutsche Allgemeine Zei- 


tung of Oct. 5 shows that the new Ger-. 


man Government was not then willing 
to aid the German people in seeing how 
the President was trying to reach it 
over the heads of that Government. 
Although the semi-official German 
organ conveys the impression in its in- 
troduction that it is giving the complete 
text of the speech as found in English 
newspapers just received in Berlin, it 
omits the President’s opening remarks 
about the Liberty Loan, and when it 
reaches the paragraph where Mr. Wilson 
explains why the American Government

cannot, after having observed their con- 
duct in concluding the Brest-Litovsk and 
Bucharest treaties, bargain with the 
Governments of the Central Powers it 
leaves out the following sentences: 

“They have made it impossible. The 
German people must by this time be 
fully aware that we cannot accept the 
word of those who forced this war upon 
us.’”’ 


At several points the official German 
translator was either in doubt as to the 
exact meaning of the President’s words 
or intentionally sought to twist their 
sense. For instance, where the Presi- 
dent said, ‘‘ It is the peculiarity of this 
great war that while statesmen have 
seemed to cast about for definitions of 
their purpose and have sometimes 
seemed to shift their ground and their 
point of view, the thought of the mass 
of men, whom statesmen are supposed 
to instruct and lead, has grown more 
and more unclouded, more and more 
certain of what it is that they are fight- 
ing for,’’ the German version makes him

sible for him to appear in court. 

James O'Connor, counsel for the B. R. 
T., asked that the two men who were 
arraigned should be released on bail, 
but Magistrate McGutre declined.

Lewis in an examination before his ar- 
raignment that he had worked as a train 
dispatcher until 4:30 o'clock, when he 
was sent to the King’s Highway Station 
to act as a motorman. He said he was 
tired after his day's work as a dis- 
pateher, but was anxjous to take the 
additional assignment to make_ extra 
money for hia family. After telling of 
missing a switch earlier on the trip, he 
said his train was making thirty miles 
an hour as it approach the tunnel, 
and that he had applied the brakes, but 
that they did not work, and that his 
speed on the downgrade constantly in- 
creased in spite of his efforts.

Mayor Sits as Magistrate. 


Mayor Hylan went into the Judge’s 
room, and fifteen minutes later issued 
the following statement: 

‘“* After serious consideration of the 
catastrophe of last night, I have decided 
to sit as a committing Magistrate. I 
have instructed District Attorney Lewis 
to take charge of the case, placing all 
the available evidence before me.” 

A few minutes before 2 o'clock the 
Mayor opened John Doe proceedings as 
a committing Magistrate in the Flatbush 


Court. ! 

‘‘Mr. Masgistrate,’’ said ,District At- 
torney Lewis, ‘‘I wish to present to 
you this petition on behalf of Inspector 
Samuel McElroy against John Doe and 
Richard Roe,’’ 

Mayor Hylan swore thé Inspector to 
the complaint, which charges man- 
slaughter in the second degree. 

‘‘ We will try,’’ continued Mr. Lewis, 
‘“‘to arrange with the Supreme Court 
Justice to have suitable rooms. where 
we can hold these proceedings. If it is 
all right with you, we will have this 
complaint returnable Monday at 2 P. M. 
in the County Court.’’ 

The Mayor then tread from the bench 
statement which he had given to 
the newspaper men, and added: 

‘“‘T have talked over the matter with 
the District Attorney. We are going to 
go to the bottom and endeavor to place 
b ve blame on those guilty of any wrong- 

oing.”’

These men were responsible for placing

ficials of rapid transit lines must cease 
and, as District Attorney, I am sure you 
will take such measures as will bring to 
justice the officials who allowed a green 
motorman to operate a crowded train.

- Had this law been placed upon. the 
statute books the frightful catastrophe of 
last night would not have happened. In 
view of the dreadful accident, and in 
order to prevent a recurrence, I directed 
the Police Commissioner to station police 
officers’ at every terminal, and not to 
allow a train to leave the station unless 
operated by a man with at least three 
months’ experience. The police will con- 
tinue to exercise this supervision until 
such time as I am satisfied that the lives 
of passengers are safeguarded by only ex- 

perienced motormen operating trains. A 
man operating a stationary steam botler 
must have certain experience before a 

license is issued by the city authorities. 

Why not a motorman? ‘ 

At present there are no restrictions on 
the employment of men to operate these 
trains. If the company wishes they can 
take a man from the. sidewalk and put 
him in charge of a_train, practically as 
they did last night, and endanger the lives 
of thousands of passengers. 

No man should be permitted to operate 
a train unless his experience and ability 
could be certified to by the company and 
approved by the. city authorities after a 
thorough examination and proper proof of 
his practical experience.

throat. Artd our boys over there are 
not like any others, they ‘want what 
they want as they want ie. 

‘*The Germans poison the wells .as 
they leave, and our boys want, more 
than anything else, a drink of water 
and they won't take the stuff that is 
,fixed up to make it safe for them. So 
you can imagine what it means to them 
when they see a cheerful looking can- 
teen as they come off the field. 

““*There are the Y girls,’ they cry, 
and there is a mad rush. They all of 
them have that awful feeling of empti- 
ness inside, that mostly means longin 
for home, and they try to fill it wit 
cocoa. There will often be thousands 
- @f these boys, and we. take the biggest 

receptacles we can get—even big, bright, 
new garbage cans—and each girl Pp oan 
out the hot cocoa, always two cups, with 

o hands at once. : 

“Then they want chewing gum and 
they want writing paper. Oh! How 
those boys do write.

More than two thousand persons at- 
tended the benefit of the Circle for 
Negro War Relief at Carnegie Halt Mst 
night. Colonel Theodore Roosevelt and 
Irvin S. Cobb were the chief speakers 
and both were greeted with great ap- 
plause as they-—told of the part played 
by the negroes-in the army and navy. 

Among the other speakers were Dr. 

' ‘Robert R. Moton, Principal of Tuskegee 
Institute; Emmett J. Scott, Special As- 
Bistant to the Secretary of War; Dr. 
George E. Haynes, Special Assistant to 
the Secretary of Labor, and. Mrs. Adah 
B. Thams, Superintendent of the nurses 

.at Lincoln Hospital. Dr. W. EB. Burg: 
handt du Bois presided. . 

Colonel Roosevelt in his speech praised 
the work of our negro soldiers. in 
France. He then warned against an 
overoptimism leading to the belief that 
with the ending of the war ap era of 
universal peace and brotherhood will 
prevail. Trotzky agd Lenine, whom the 
Colonel referred fo as ‘*-prof¢ssiénal 
representatives of universal peace,’’ 
found that the period after the active 
participation of Russia in the war did 
hot work out with the excellent results 
that they anticipated, he said. 

** Now we have got to steer a straight 
course equally distant between Kaiser- 
ism and Bolshevism,’’ he added. - Asa]: 
result of the war, he said, he expected 
that a greater degree of justice would 
prevail, and that the negro would be 

_ treated on the basis of a “‘ square deal.” 

Mr. Cobb was cheered heartily when 
he detlared the negro troops had con- 
ducted themselves with conspicuous gal- 
lantry. 

_The color of a man’s skin hasn’t 
anything to do with the color of his 
soul,’’ said Mr. Cobb. “The value of 
your race has been proved over there, 
and his value here at home is unques- 
tioned,’* 

Dr. Haynes, who is the Director of 
Yegro Economics of the Department of 

bor, another speaker, said that, al- 
any they figured little in the public 
eye, hundreds of thousands of negro men 
and women had been working in coiton 
fields, in mines, shipyards, and in fac- 
tories as patriotically as the negro 
trbops had been helping to chase the 
Germans out of Belgium and France. 
Continuing, he said: 

“There are three facts which have 
been kept in mind in the efforts to in- 
crease the morale and efficiency of ne- 

ro labor for winning the war: First, 
hat the negro wage-earners are ready 
to shoulder some of the responsibility 
or the arduous work on the farm and 
n the factory, and, when given a fair 
chance and sympathetic guidance in 
making the labor program they will re- 
spond enthusiastically. Second, prac- 
tically all employers of negro labor are 
white men. Out of the second fact 
develops racial misunderstanding, preju- 
dice, antagonism, fears, and suspicions. 
This ig the third fact of the situation. 
‘““"Fo meet these conditions the De- 
partment of Labor has held a number 
of State conferences with representa- 
tives of negro wage earners, of white 
employers, and, wherever possible, of |° 

_ white workmen. At these conferences 
the problems of better adjustment have 

. been discussed, and -plans of co-opera- 
tive effort of white and colored citizens 
for 100 per cent. labor efficiency in war 
production have been made. 

“As a result, during the last five 
months negro workers’ advisory com- 
mittees, both State-wide, by counties, 
and in towns and cities, have been 
formed, or are being formed, in six 
Southern States an five Northern 
States. 

“For instance; in Ohio, besides a 
State Advisory Committee, there are

WASHINGTON, Nov. 2.—In his weekly 
review of military conditions in the sev- 
eral theatres of war General Peyton C. 
March, Chief of the General Staff, 
sketched the great allied victories and 
explained their meaning. He said that 
the number of American troops over- 
seas exceeded 2,000,000 and made known 
that the influenza epidemic among the 
troops sent to Europe appeared to be 
definitely checked. The proportion of in- 
fluenza cases among troops being land- 
ed in Burope has been reduced to al- 
most negligible figures in some divisions. 

General March disclosed, in answer to 
@ question, that the Rainbow Division, 


werrially the 42d, which includes the 
165th infantry, the former New York 
69th; had again been in action within a 
week.

Thursday and Friday the al- 
lied forces in Flanders, including Ameri- 
cans, pushed forward several miles on @ 
twelve-mile front between e Lys and 
the Scheldt to positions onthe Scheldt 
south of Ghent. 

‘The British attacked again south of 
Valenciennes on Friday, crossing the 
Rhonelle, and gained ground. 


Developing a Pocket in Argonne. 


‘*‘A drive on both sides of the Ar- 
gonne, by the French on the west side 
and the American First Army on the 
east, began yesterday, and is making 
good progress. This advance has. de- 
veloped a pocket in the enemy’s line in 
the Argonne which threatens to make 
him fall back. The enemy opposite the 
Americans resisted stubbornly, throwing 
in all available divisions. Thirty-six 
hundred prisoners are reported cap- 
tured.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 2.—The War De-

facilities to care for 19,200 men had

3,000,000 IN DRAFT FORCE 


War Department Shows No Relaxa- 
tion and Second Call Will Be. 
Issued This Month. ~ 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 2.—Draft calls 
for the mobilization of 290,773 additional 
men at army training camps before Nov. 
21 were announced tonight. by Provost 
Marshal General Crowder. . Between 
Nov. 11 and 15, 253,533 white men 
physically qualified for general military 
service will entrain, making the largest 
single call issued under the . Selective 
Service Act. : 

The remainder of the November total, 
so far as announced, will be made up 
of negroes for entrainment Nov. 19 to 21., 

With the assembling: of the men pro- 
vided’ in these calls at camp the total 
number of men inducted into military 
service under the draft will have passed 
the 3,000,000. mark, and the number of 
men in the United States Army, in the 
field or in training, will total more than 
4,000,000. 

Men who registered on Sept. 12 under 
the act extending draft age limits will 
make up_the largest proportion of the 
November mobilization, as the eligible |. 
list remaining from previous registra- 
tions was largely exhausted by the Oc- 
tober ealla.

GOVERNMENT DEPOSITS ‘UP 


All the “Banks: Except ‘Boston - Re- 
port Considerable Gains in Hold- 
ings of Federal Funds.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 2.—Large opera- 
tions on Government account, including 
the redemption of over $250,000,000 of 
temporary Treasury : certificates, and 
concentration of Government funds in 
the Reserve banks are indicated by the 
Federal Reserye- Board's weekly- bank 
statement issued at the close of business 
on Nov. 1. The large decline in mem- 
bers’ reserve deposits, notwithstanding 
the considerable volume of rediscount- 
ing shown for the week, is due appar- 
ently to a large extent to heavy with- 
drawals of Government funds from de- 
positary member banks. 

_All the banks report large additions to 
their holdings of war paper, the total in- 
crease being $160,500,000. Other dis- 
counts on hand show an increase of $39,- 
300,000. Holdings of bills bought in the 
open market decloned $21,000,000, the 
New Yersx and Boston banks reporting 
considerable net liquidation of this class 
of paper. Government. short-term se- 
curities on hand went down $233,300,000, 
following the redemption by the Govern- 
ment of the certificates issued the week 
before to four banks. “As the result of 
all these operations the investment ac- 
count of the banks shows a decrease of 


Government depostts increased $171,- 
200,000, all the banks except Boston re- 
porting considerable gains in their hold- 
ings of Government funds. Members re- 
serve deposits declined $241,000,000 and 
net deposits $60,500,000. 

The banks show a further increase of 
$7,500,000 in their cash reserves, of 
7,100,000 represents a gain in 
gold. The banks’ reserve percentage, as 
the result of the considerahle decrease 
in net deposits, shows' a.rise from 49.6 
to 50.4 per cent. 

Federal Reserve agents report a net 
increase of, $13,600,000 in the total of 
Federal Reserve notes outstanding. The 
banks show an increase of $7,600,000 in 
the volume of Federal Reserve notes in 
actual circulation, besides an increase 
of $4,500,000 in their aggregate liabili- 
ties on Federal Reserve banknotes in 
circulation. 

Accéssions to the System of new mem- 
bers and payment_for Federal Reserve 
Bank stock are largely responsible for 
an increase of $170,000 in total paid-in 
‘capital, the New York, Chicago, and St. 
Louis banks reporting most of ‘fhe in- 
crease shown.

HOLD MORE LIBERTY BONDS.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 2.—Large’ in- 


creases in the amounts of Liberty Bonds 
held, also in loans secured by United 
States war obligations, are indicated by 
the weekly statement of condition on 
Oct. 25 of 749 member banks in leading 
cities, 

Treasury certificates on hand, fol'ow- 
ing the redemption on Oct. 24 of the 
$839,000,000 certificate issue of June 25, 
also the liquidation of certificates of all 
sssues in payment for the new Liberty 
bonds, zghow a decrease. of $780,600,000, of 
which $509,000,000 represents the de- 
crease. for central reserve city banks 
and $442,700,000 the Gecrease for Greater 
.New York banks alone. 

United States bonds other than circu- 
lation bonds held by all revorting banks 
show an increase of $490,000,000, the cor- 
responding increase for the central re- 
serve city banks being $207,100,0C0 and 
for the Greater New York banks $122,- 
00,000. Total loans secured by\ Govern- 
ment war coligations went up $663,800, - 
000, the banks in the central reserve 
cities reporting an increase jn this !tem 
of $892,500, 00, practically all at the 
Greater New York banks 

All other loans and investments in- 
creased $116,600,000, largely outside the 
Central Reserve cities. The ratio of 
United States war: securitics and loans 
supported by such securities to total 
investments shows an increase from 20/4 
to 22.3 per cent. For the Central Re- 
serve city banks an increase in this 
ratio from 22.3 to 23.3 per cent., and for 
the New York City banks an increase 
from 23.9 to 24.7 per cent., is noted. 

’ Government deposits show_an increase 
of $308,300,000, chiefly outside the Cen- 
tral Reserve cities. Net demand de- 
osits decreased $270,900,000, of which 

72,100,000 represents reductions at Cen- 
tral Reserve city banks. Time deposits 
shew a decline of $2,300.000. Reserve 
balances with the Federal Reserve 
banks went up $147,300,000, and cash in 
vault $1,700,000. 

For all reporting banks the ratio of 
investments to deposits rose from 126.6 
to 130.8 per cent. For the Central Re- 
serve city banks this. ratio shows a 
rise from 118 to 121.1 per cent. The 
ratio of combined reserve and cash to 
deposits went up from 14.9 te 16.3 per 
cent. for all reporting banks, ‘and from 
15.8 to 17.9 per, cent. for the banks in 
the three Central Reserve cities... ‘‘, Ex- 
cess reserves’’ of all reporting banks 
work out at $232,200,000, as against $56,- 
800,000 the week #efore.

Time Expires on Nov. 9—Can Be 


Done Without Cost. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 2.—Owners of 
First Liberty bonds converted and Sec- 
ond Liberty bonds, bearing 4 per cent., 
who wish to exchange them for bonds 
bearing 414 per cent. must do so before 
next Saturday, Nov. 9, when the con- 
version privilege by law expires. This 
can be done without cost at any bank 
and the only effect is to give the bond- 
holders an extra quarter of one per cent. 
interest, which amounts to 25 cents a 


ear on each $100 bond. Third loan 

nds@are not to be converted because 
they already bear 4% per cent. 

In calling attention to the fact that 
only a week remains in ‘the conversion 
eriod a statement authorized today by 
ecretary McAdoo said: 

“Tt is safe to assume that upon the 
expiration of the conversion atc» io 
that fact will reflect itself unfavorably 
in the market price of unconverted 4 
er cent. bonds, which have heretofore 
een maintained substantially on a 
parity with the converted 4% per cent. 
bonds by the existence of the privilege 
of conversion. The Treasury now asks 
the newspapers of the United States, 
bankers, brokers, and others to do what 
they can to brfng these facts before the 
attention of the bondholders.” 


EXPLAINS SUGAR RULES. 


Half an Ounce the Limit for a Meal, 
- Federal Board Says. 


The Federal Food Board yesterday 
explained that the new sugar regula- 
tions, announced a few days ago, 
meant that hotels, restaurants and 
other public, eating places- might 
now sérve one person at one meal 
a@ quantity not to exceed one-half 
ounce of sugar. The Food = Ad- 
ministration has also advised the 
hotels shat under the new regulations 
one teaspoonful of sugar or iis equiva- 
lent shall be the limit tor tea or coffee, 
and that one teaspoonful also may be 
served for either fruit or cereal, but not 
for both fruit and cereal. The quantity 
to be served for a demi-tasse is one 
small (half) lump or its equivalent. 

At a meeting of the Milk Drivers’ 
Union, held in Central Opera House, 
Sixty-seventh Street, near Third Ave- 
nue, last night, it was decided. not to go 
on*strike, and to abide by the. War 
Labor Board’s ruling that the men shall 
work for $33 a week with a six-day 
week. Until further word is received 
from the War Labor Board the men 
will work seven days a-week, with extra 
pay for the seventh day. There were 
3,000 men at the meeting. Ninety per 
cent. of éhe drivers had voted to go on 
strike. In ratifying the decision. of the 
War Labor Board the men decided that 
they would leave the arrangement of 
what time they would take off each 
month to the board.

** Retail and mail order sales continue 
heavy, with special demand for better 
class’ goods,’’. the bank says. ‘' Some 
reports indicate that the war. savings 
movement jis reducing sales in certain 
lines. Prices’ of ‘raw cotton have re- 
ceded somewhat. The supply of cotton 
cloth is reported fair. The wool situa- 
tion steadily grows more acute. Only 
old stocks of wool and yarns, or sur- 
pluses left at completion.of Government 
orders, are available for civilian ‘pur- 
poses. Carpet prices have risen. w 
silk is easier, but prices continue to ad- 
vance. There is a strong demand for 
seasonal goods.”’ 

The bank finds that the supply and 
quality of bituminous coal have improved 
and that in anthracite there appears to 
be an oversupply of steam sizes, but 
some shortage in domestic sizes. On 
the whole, Chairman Jay reports the 
fuel situation as fairly satisfactory. 

While the gasoline and fuel oil situa- 
tion is improved, there is a moan in 
kerosene. Metals are in comparatively. 
good supply with the exception of steel 
and. copper. Steel production has im- 
proved, September being the biggest 
month on record, but it still lags behind 
demand.

Even though the 
registration up-State on the face of the 
Benree appears large in comparison 
with the registration figures for the 
City of New York, the indications are 
all against a vote of unusual propor- 
tions in the territory outside of New 
York City. : 

The large registration in the rural dis-

Independent “Democratic ‘Indorsement. 


Everywhere up-State, as well as in this 
city, the Republicans have used the 
Tammany issue against the Democratic 
nominee.

Rivals’ Up-State Strongholds. 


Dispatches from correspondents. of 
THe New YorK Times, in cities which 
are political centres, indicate that Gov- 
ernor Whitman will develop his greatest 
strength, in the western part of the 
State. Monroe County is likely to roll 
up a record plurality for the Governor 
with the aid of George W. Aldridge, the 
veteran Republican leader of onroe 
who has been the recipient of political 
favors at Governor nitman's ‘hands.

He also in- 
structs the peecites of the parcel as to 
the amount of postage necessary to 
Carry. the package from. the station to 
Hoboken, N. J., which, in the case of 
Manhattan, is 7: cents. When these 
stamps, with the seal and the official 
label received from the soldier have been 
affixed to the parcel, the Red Cross then 
delivers the parcel to the Post Office

** No parcel should be dropped into the 
mail box or delivered at a. Poss Office. 
This would be expressly contrary to the 
Post Office regulations, and the parcel 
could not then be delivered abro 

‘These regulations were promulgated 
by the Post Office Department on Oct. 
5, 1918. They are as follows: 

‘After the cartons have been filled by the 
persons who receive them, they shall be 
returned to a Red Cross receiving station, 
where an Inspector appointed by the Red 
Cross will carefully examine each: parcel,

This ap- 
plies not only td nations on the Con- 
tinent of Europe but als6 to South 
American countries and to Austra- 
lasia, the Far East, and Africa. If, 
fm the final peace terms, arrange- 
™Ments are made also for the resump- 
tion of trade with the Central Powers, 
_the demands are likely to be so great 
as to call for a stabilizing of prices 
entirely different from what most per- 
sons now have in contemplation. To 
many this stabilizing means that it 
. will take an effort to keep prices up 
, to the present maximum ones. If the 
‘ post-war demand becomes sufficiently 


* great, the efforts will have to be to 
- prevent prices from going_up to levels 


which will prove an intolerable burden 

‘to the people of this country. ‘And 
‘this, in turn, would make hopeless 
attempts at readjusting wace 
scales and the other problems which

As against this view,

* Aifferent class than are securities dealt

tinction. They discount the future too 
abruptly, and are apt to be stricken 
with a desire to unload their holdings 
with too great suddenness the moment 

@ temporary change in conditions oc- 
curs. To this tendency on the.part of 
mérchants may be ascribed the hold- 
ing oft *‘ sacrifice’’ sales because a 
season happens to be a little late, or 
becaluse for the moment the business in 
@ome special line is slow. If producers 
and merchants show a panicky dispo- 
sition. in the face of a suspension of 
hostilities, advantage will be taken of 
it by would-be purchasers to force price 
reductions, some of which may hurt. 
If, on the other hand, they will keep 

, their poise and deal with circum- 
stances rationally as they arise, they 
will’ do much to uphold confidence and 
“prevent sudden fluctuations which can 
help nobody. It may take some 
“nerve " to do this az against the ef- 
forts of those who. would profit other- 
wise, but it will pay in the end. It 
must ‘not be forgotten that there are 
not wanting buyers who have scores 
to settle for arbitrary things done 
while the sellers’ market prevailed, and 
that they will welcome the opportuni- 
ty to do so.

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Not all the schemes 
for after-the-war trade

Fully as important is 
considered the ‘obtaining of cheap 
power. In Great Britain the plans 
under advisement are mainly for the 
establishment of vast centralized fuel- 
power plants at strategic points. This 
$s ror tne purpose of using coal to 
more advantage and of being able to 
get. the by-products in quantity. 
France, which has.been hard hit first 
by the seizure of its coal fields by the 
Germans and subsequently by ‘the 
flooding of the mines by the same 
persons, has turned to the production 
ef hydro-electric power. By the end 
of this year, it is reported, 1,100,900 
horse power will have been developed, 

yn increase “of 450,000 horse power 
since 1910, two-thirds of which has 
been obtained since the war began. 
Italy is working in the same direc- 
tion and has granted many conces- 
siong for the purpose. Norway has 
developed severa) million horse power 
and Sweden has

shown great progress ‘on similar lines. 
In Switzerland {t was estimated that 
2,000,000 horse power could be made 
available by hydro-electric -installa- 
tions. One-quarter of this amount 
was in use eight years ago and, since 
the war arid the of coal conse- 
quent thereon, mucl™ more has been 
put ‘in use. “Many schemes have also 
been formulated for using water 
power in Germany, and several of 
them are about being put in concrete 
form. Even in India the beginnings 
have been made of a system for pro- 
viding’ cheap power from impounding 
water. ese ous plans give 
force to the arguments in favor of the 
adoption in this country of some com- 
prehensive. scheme for Cheap power 


such as is afforded in the Dill now 
before Congress.

In spite of the 
hampering effect of 
the restrictions on 
imports and exports 
which the War 
Trade Board has felt necessary to im- 
pose, the foreign trade of the country 
is making a good showing. The latest 
figures are for the month of Septem- 
ber. In both exports— and im- 
ports the month made a record above 
any previous September so far as con- 
cerns the value of the articles brought 
in or shipped out. The imports footed 
up $262,257,887 and the exports $549,- 
828,302. While the imports decreased 
about $8,000,000 from. those in Au- 
gust, the exports were greater by 
more than $20,000,000. As compared 
with September of last year, the im- 
ports in September this year were 
about $26,000,000 greater and the ex- 
ports. nearly $100,000,000 more. For 
the nine months ended with Septem- 
ber the imperts showed an increase 
of $40,000,000, as compared with the 
corresponding period last year, While 
the exports showed a decrease of about 
the same amount. The balance of 
trade in favor of this country for the 
nine months. this year was approx- 
imately $2,238,000,000. Taking the 
averages for the period as a basis, the 
calendar year should show imports of 
about $3,483,000,000 and exports of 


$6,840,000,000, or a favorable balance 
of $3,360,000,000. The increases in 
value do not represent a correspond- 
ing increase in quantity of either im- 
ports or exports because of the higher 
levels of value prevailing this year.

last year and this was the belief that, 
once peace was in sight, prices would 
go soaring. But, now that the end of 
the war seems imminent, the tendency 
of the quotations has been distinctly 
downward.

Growers have been urged 
to “ sit tight ”’ and not part with what 
they have, but it is more than doubt- 
ful if the advice will be generally 
heeded. The goods market has been 
in a rather unsettled condition during 
the past week. Mills, especially those 
down South, have been willing to con- 
tract ahead, but have not found buy- 


ers very responsive. The latter are 
convinced that prices will not be high- 
er and are inclined to gamble on the 
chance of their being reduced. In 
knit godds, now that the Government 
has announced it {s out of the market, 
there is an easing of the situation so 
far as concerns civilian stuff. But the 
prices asked for Spring goods are re- 
garded as exorbitant.

Late in the week 
came an  announce- 
ment from the Wool- 
ens Section of the 
War Industries Board 
that “no allocations of wool for civil- 
jan purposes can be considered for 
some time to come.” This very in- 
definite statement is merely a repeti- 
tion of one issued some time ago. No 
figures are given of the wool on hand 
or of the amount needed for Govern- 
ment requirements. Instead, is the 
assertion that the ‘‘ Woolens section 
would gladly, make public all of the 
figures and facts in its hands if it 
were not so clearly against wise mili- 
tary policy to do 80.” What would 
seem to require explanation is why it 
is against military policy to give the 
figures. All the available data, as 
hitherto given in THE T1mEs from of- 
ficial sources, indicate that. there will 
be a surplus of several hundred million 
pounds of wool at. the end of the 
present calendar year. The figures 
given out by the Quartermaster Gen- 
eral’s office showed that a large sur- 
Plus reserve of manufactured woolen 
goods had been accumulated. It would 
seem, off hand, that the publication of 
the facts regarding the supply of wool 
would be a help to the military policy 
even if the information were con- 
veyed to the Kaiser. What militates 
against the notion of any scarcity, 
also, is the fact that the Quartermas- 
ter General has advanced his buying 
program of woolens, that is, he is 
going to buy ahead of the time he 
should in order to help the woolen 


milis to keep going. These goods 
would Dehn ggg be for the Winter 
of 1919-1920. There are no present 
indications that a war will be on at 
that time and it would seemto be the 
part of wisdom te wait a while before 
putting in new orders, if wool is as 
scarce'as is pretended. Meanwhile, 
the mills have no inconsiderable quan- 
tity of their own on hand available for 
civilian purposes. There seems to be 
no oecasion for worry that there will 
not be enough woolen goods available | 
for the next heavyweight season when 
the time comes for needing them

“The League of Nations will‘be an ex- 
pression . of international. capitalism,” 
said. a Professor campaigning in this 
city last week, who has not been repu- 
diated by the Socialists and: assumes 
to speak. for them. No. one is author- 
ized to speak for capitalism, nor even 
for socialism, for that matter. The 
platforms and the politicians are none 
The ‘Socialists 
say worse things of. each other than 
others less acquainted with their private 
‘history, and spend their time in mutual 
repudiations. The question of interna- 
tional. capitalism versus international 
socialism is therefore wide open, and 
may be discussed in a detached frame 
of mind by those who hold no brief for 
either, but are like shoppers in the po- 
litical market, who like.to try all things 
but to accept only the best.. 

We know which are the. capitalist na- 
tions and what capitalism has done for 
them. ‘ Also we know which are. the 
Socialist nations and what socialism 
has done for them.’ -Never -has social- 
ism been carried to “such : ‘practical ex- 
tremes as in Russia, or. to such theoret- 
ical. perfection as’ in - Germany.: The 
‘Russian practitioners and the: German 
theorists will be repudiated by. the. So- 
cialists in vain. Such repudiation after 
the disclosure of the ‘defects of -social- 
ism in theory and: practice is an. accu- 
sation against the Socialists who did not 
denounce them before the event. If 
they are not so. sordid and bloodthirsty 
as their Russian exemplars, they. are 
proved deficient, in _ perception of . the 
dangers of socialism, If they. are as 
destitute ‘ofthe sense of internatiangli 
as the German Socialists: who. put 
tag of Kaiserism on socialism, they are 
detlassed as. Rocialists. gas 

Also. unworthy ‘to be’ ‘ranked: as Social- 
ists ate such advanced’ thinkers as consti- 
tute the Social’ Deniocratic- ‘League: ‘of 
America. . Their declaration of princi- 
ples in ‘this city last- week-is a cata- 
logue, of good things desired” by -all 
benevolent persons, or nearly. all, and 
as.such is, not a monopoly of either 
Socialists or capitalists, * if. there. are 
any capitalists . by. ‘profession of faith. 
There are plénty of capitalists by So- 
cialist denunciation, and for our ‘part 
we do not know why the Socialist: defi- 
ance.should not be. accepted, and issue 
joined.. It may be. doubted whether 
England or the United States ranks first 
as a capitalist State. Why should capi- 
talists be afraid to avow their capital- 
ism, and challenge comparison with the 
systems of either Russia or Germany ‘as 
the choice of- those internationally - self= 
conscious? The Socialists will dodge 
the issue, of course. Where is the So- 
_cialist who will take his stand on Marx- 
‘ism ‘any: more than on brotherhood with 
the Bolsheviki and the Junkers? 

When the Socialists are not burgling 
and arguing they are dodging and shirk- 
ing, the world around. It will be inter- 
esting to see how they will dodge and 
distinguish the world demonstration that 
there is no sich thing as international 
class consciousness or solidarity, and that 
international democracy does not. exist, 
cannot be created, and is undesirable if 
possible of realization. Ever since the 
days of CAIN and ABEL there have been 
blood feuds between brothers, and, there 
is ground for anxiety about what might 
follow.if the world: were: made one family, 
and subjected to the test. a clashing in- 
terests.

And event seven seemed an outrageously 
large number to the Magyars; the 
“Franchise Reform” bill which so ex- 
cited Hungary last Winter would have 
cut them down to two sure seats, with a 
possibility of two more. 

The old alliance of Rumania with 
Germany and Austria-Hungary was due 
largely to the fact that the: ‘young king- 
dom had to be either the enemy or. the 
ally of the nation which held Transyl- 
vania in subjection, and that by becom- 
ing the ally it hoped to get better treat- 
ment for the Rumanians of Transylva- 
nia.. This hope was disappointed, and 


the unbearable conditions beyond the 
“mountains were a large factor in finally 


leading Rumania into the war. There 

Ger- 
many, perturbed over the prospect of an- 
other enemy in that anxious Summer of 
1916, tried to persuade Hungary to grant 
autonomy to Transylvania in the hope of 
keeping Rumania neutral, but the Mag- 
yar lords would have none of this. So 
the war came; Rumania, unready, was 
betrayed by Russia; her armies that had 
finally halted the German advance were 
betrayed a second time by the Bolshevist 


collapse, and the nation had to accept. 


the Peace of Bucharest. This arrange- 
ment, which throws much light on the 
moral and political principles of those 
playboys of the Rumanian underworld, 
KUEHLMANN and CZERNIN, gave over the 
Carpathian. Mountains. to: Hungary, 
which by this “rectification of frontier ” 

brought something like a quarter of a 
million more Rumanians under her rule. 


Germany. demanded no territory; she 


was satisfied with absolute mastery of 
Rumania’s .economic life. 

That treaty will soon be torn up. Ru- 
mania has already taken in her kinsmen 
of Bessarabia, of whom: Russia deprived 


her in 1878; and all fairness requires | 


that the Rumanians of Transylvania 
and the Bukowina be annexed also. 
There are considerable colonies of Ger- 
mans and Magyars in Transylvania, but 
they live for the most part in -well-de- 
fined areas wholly inclosed by a Ru- 
manian. population; and some arrange- 
ment to safeguard their rights ought 
not to be difficult. The Dobrudja, too, 
has been taken away from Rumania. 
The southernmost strip of this territory, 
including ‘Silistria and Turtucaia, was 
taken by Rumania from Bulgaria in the 
war of 1913; and:alone of all her an- 
nexations in the present war. this one 
strip might well be left in Bulgaria’s 
hands. -.But Bulgaria holds territory 
farther north in the. Dobrudja to which 
she has no. claim at all; this district, to- 
gether with Constantza and the mouths 
of the Danube, ought to be restored to 
Rumania.

letters in his possession since the poet’s 
 @eath in 1892, has set forth in an admirable 
introduction to the ‘‘.Letters '’ his reasons 
for believing that the time has come for 
giving them to the world. More “‘ inti- 

mate ’’ and more noble revelations of a 

woman's heart have not often been com- 

mitted to paper, and if the general prob- 

lem of the propriety of ever printing a 

woman's love letters be answered in the 

affirmative, there will be few questioners 
of Mr. Harned’s judgment in deciding to 
print these. For it now appears that Mrs. 

Gilchrist was more than a loyal admirer 

and defender of Whitman’s ‘‘ Leaves of 

Grass.’’ She was deeply in love with the 

poet and offered herself to him in mar- 

riage. With what result, we shall see. 

Who was Anne Gilchrist? Her son, Her- 
bert H. Gilchrist, the Pnglish painter, 
published an excellent memoir, entitled 
**anne Gilchrist, Her Life and Writings,’’ 
in 1887. She was born in London in 1828, 
thus being nine yeara younger than Walt 
Whitman. In her twenty-third year she 
‘was happily married to Alexander Gil- 
christ, an accomplished art critic and man 
of letters, best remembered today for -his 
** Life of Blake,’’ which was completed by 

: his wife after his early death tn 1861, at 
the age of 33. The Gilchrists were then 
‘ving in Cheyne Row, Chelsea, next, door 
‘to the Carlyles, and among their other inti- 
‘Mate friends were William and Dante Ga- 
‘priel Rossetti. The Rossetti brother's gave 
‘the young widow every assistance in fin- 
ishing the ‘‘ Life of Blake.’’ She now 
took a cottage in thé country, and de- 
voted herself to her four children, writing 
occasional articles, and enjoying the friend- 
ship of the Tennysons, who were building 
‘“‘aldworth ’’ near by. In 1868 Madox 
Brown lent her a copy of William Ros- 
- getti’s ‘‘ Selections from Whitman,’’ and 
goon afterward Rossetti placed in her 
thands his own complete copy of ‘‘ Leaves 
of Grass.’’ 

Seldom has any book made a more instant 
and profound impression upon a cultivated 
feader, already conversant with the great 
literature of the world. Biographers of 
Whitman have repeatedly pointed out the 
satisfaction felt by him and his friends in 
gaining so notable a convert to ‘‘ Leaves 
of Grass.’’ For Rossetti, who thought 
Mrs. Gilchrist ‘‘ incredibly enthusiastic ’’ 
about the book, sent to W. D. O'Connor, in 
Washington, copies of the ladys letters 
about the poems. These copies are now 
in my possession, and I venture to reprint 
here a few sentences already utilized in 
my ‘‘ Life of Whitman,"’ page 189: 

In regard to those” poems which raised 
go loud an outcry, I will take courage 
to say frankly that I find them also 
beautiful, and that I think even you 
have misapprehended them. Perhaps, 
indeed, they were chiefly written for 
wives. 1 rejoice to have read these 

ms; and if I or any true woman feel 

Sap , certainly men may hold their 

peace about them. You will under- 

gtand that I still think that instinct of 
silence I spoke of a right and beauti- 
ful thing; and that it is only lovers and 
poets (perhaps only lovers and this 
poet) who may say what they. will— 
the lover to his own, the poet to all, 
because all are in a sense his own. 

Shame is like a very flexible veil that 

‘takes faithfully the shape of what it 

covers—lovely when it hides a lovely 

thing, ugly when it hides an ugly one. 

There is not any fear that the freedom 

of such impassioned words will destroy 

the sweet shame, the happy silence, 
that enfold and brood over the secrets 
of love in a woman's heart. 

After some revision, the letters were 
published under the title, ‘‘ A Woman’s 
Estimate of Walt Whitman,’’ in the Boston 
** Radical’’ for May, 1870. WHerbert Gil- 
christ reprinted this article, together with 
a@ later one upon the same subject entitled 
** aA Confession of Faith,’’ in the Memoir 
ef his mother. Rossetti thought it the 
** fullest, furthest-reaching and most elo- 
euent appreciation of Whitman’’ which 
had appeared up to that time, and the 
poet himself described it as a ‘‘burst of 
sunlight over the sea.’’ Mrs. Gilchrist 
‘Was quite aware that in defending ‘‘Leaves 


of Grass’’ in its entirety she was chal-. 


lenging certain ‘‘Victorian’’ canons. 


I often feel [she wrote of Rossetti] as 
if my enterprise were very like Lady 
Godiva’s—as if hers were indeed typical 
of mine. For she stripped the veil from 
woman's body for a good cause and I 
from & woman's soul for a great cause. 
And no man has ever dared to find any 
fault with her. 

But the reader must not think that Anne 

. Gilchrist was temperamentally inclined to 
challenge convention. W. M. Rossetti 
gnade this fact perfectly clear. 

I never knew a woman [he wrote of 
her] who, while maintaining a decorous 
social position, from which she never 
deviated by a hair’s breadth, showed less 
propensity toward any of those social 
distinctions which are essentially facti- 
tious and arbitrary. 

This remark should be kept in mind as 
one reinterprets, in the new light cast by 
the letters now published, the subsequent 
relations of Mrs. Gilchrist with Whitman. 
In such a book as Elizabeth Porter Gould’s 
‘anne Gilchrist and Walt Whitman,” 
based essentially on Herbert Gilchrist’s 
Memoir of his mother, we have the pleas- 
ant story of a close literary and personal 
friendship with the poet, strengthened by 
‘Mrs. Gilchrist’s arrival in Philadelphia in 
1876, and continuing, after her return to 

- Jsngland in 1879, until her death in 1885.

cept by those few persons who have been 
permitted by Mr. Harned to read the 
letters in manuscript during the twenty- 
six years that have elapsed since Whit- 
man’s own death in 1892. 

But it now transpires that the very first 
letter addressed by Anne Gilchrist (the 
widow of 48) to the poet, on Sept. 3, 1871, 
was a passionate one, written ‘‘ out in the 
Autumn fields for dear life's sake,’’ and 
confessing what had happened to her when 
she first read his poems: 


It was the divine soul embracing 
mine. I never before dreamed what 
love meant; not what life meant. * * ¢ 
In May, 1869, came the voice over the 
Atlantic to. jme—O, the voice of my 
mate! It must be so—my love rises up 
out of the very depths of the grief and 
tramples upon despair. I can wait— 
any time, a lifetime, many lifetimes—I 
can suffer, I can ‘dare,-~I can learn, 
grow, toil, but nothing in life or death 
can tear out of my heart the passionate 
belief that one day I shall hear that 
voice say to me: ‘‘ My mate. The one 
I so much want. Bride, wife, in- 
dissoluble eternal! * * * Understand: 
aright, dear love, the reason of my si- 
lence. I was obeying the voice of 
conscience. I thought I was to wait. 
For it is the instinct of a woman's 
nature to wait to be sought—not to 
seek. * * * But now I will wait no, 
longer. A higher instinct dominates 
—_ other. the instinct for perfect 
ruth.’’ 


On Sept. 6 she wrote again, but’ this 
letter is missing. It was followed on Oct. 
23 by another, poignant in its uncertainty, 
infinitely touching in the completeness of 
its abandonment: 


Spare me the needless suffering of 
uncertainty on this point, and let me 
have one line, one word, of assurance 
that I am no longer hidden from you 
by a thick cloud. * * * My soul has 
staked all upon it. * * * I am yet 
young enough to bear thee children, 
my darling, if God should so bless me. 
* * * Let me have a few words di- 
rectly, dear friend. 


Evidently this letter must have crossed 
Whitman's of Nov. 3, in reply to her first 
letter. The poet’s note was brief. He has 
been busy, it seems, and not in the best 
mood for writing: 


But I must at least show without fur- 
ther delay that I am not insensible to 
your love, I too send you my love. 
And do you feel. no disappointment be- 
cause I now write so briefly. My book 
is my best letter, my response, my tru- 
est explanation of all. In it I have put 
my body and spirit. You underatand 
this better and fuller and clearer than 
any one else. And I too fully and 
clearly understand the loving letter it 
has evoked. Enough that there surely 





exists so beautiful and delicate a rela- 

tion, accepted by both of us with joy. 

‘* That word ‘ enough’ was like a blow 
on my breast to me,’’ she answered on 
Nov. 27. After the '‘ long, long waiting, 
the hope deferred,’’ the ‘‘ heart-wearying 
disappointment as I looked in vain for a 
letter,’’ this ‘‘ enough ’’—and a copy of 
his book—is all that she receives. : 

I cannot, like you, clothe my nature 
in divine poems and so make it visible 
to you. Ah/f foolish me! I thought 
you would catch a glimpse of it in those 
words I wrote—I thought you would 
say to yourself, ‘' Perhaps this is the 
voice of my mate,’’ and would seek me 
a little to make sure if it were so or 
not. 

Anne Gilchrist had read ‘‘ Leaves of 
Grass '' and thought she was finding ‘‘ no 
book, but a man,’’ and now she discovered 
that she had won, not a man, but a book! 
Did she remember how Goethe sent to the 
deserted Friederike Brion a copy of his 
new book as atonement? But she had too 
brave and bountiful a nature to accept her 
disappointment as a tragedy. 

Perhaps the letters that I -have sent 
you since that first [she writes in 
1872} have given you a feeling of 
constraint toward me because you can- 
not respond to them. I will not write 
any more such letters; or, if I write 
them because my heart is so full I can- 
not bear it, they will not find their way 
to the post. But do not, because I give 
you more than friendship, think that it 
would not be a very dear and happy 
thing to me to have friendship only 
from you. 

** Frieridship only ’’ it was to be hence- 
forward. Whitman's letters were infre- 
quent; indeed only six appear in the cor- 
respondence. ‘‘ Shall you never find it in’ 
your heart to say a kind word to me 
again? or a word of some sort? ’’ she en- 
treats in 1873. ‘‘ Do not fear that I shall 
take it to mean anything it doesn’t mean. 
I shall never do that again.’’ 

Why was it, to repeat Mrs. Gilchrist’s 
own words, that Whitman ‘‘ could not re- 
spond ’’ to her offer of marriage? Mr. 
Harned, whose knowledge of the poet was 
intimate, believes that Whitman's heart 
was already bestowed elsewhere. ‘‘I am 
indebted to Professor Holloway,'’ he re- 
marks in his Introduction, 

for the information that Whitman was, 

in 1864, the unfortunate lover of a cer- 

tain lady whose previous marriage to 
another, while it did not dim their 
mutual devotion, did serve to keep 
them apart. To her Whitman wrote 
that heart-wrung lyric of separation, 
** Out of the rolling ocean, the crowd.’’ 


Many students of Whitman are aware 





that Emory ‘Holloway has been making 
successful researches into hitherto un- 
known phases of Whitman’s life, but until 
his biography of the poet appears we must 
apparently be satisfied with the explana- 
tion which Mr. Harned has adopted. 
Whether it goes psychologically to the root 
of the matter is perhaps another question, 
but one which cannot be discussed here, 
After Whitman's paralysis in 1873 he 
sent Mrs. Gilchrist a ring from his finger, 
** with my love.’’ She wore it thereafter, 
and broke her promise—a little—in 1874 by 
writing him of that ‘‘ wife’s love '’ which 
he drew from her resistlessly. In 1875 she 
is still ‘' thirsting, pining, loving.'’ In 
1876 she proposes to come to Philadel- 
phia: 
I passionately believe there are years 
in store for us, years of tranquil, ten- 


der happiness. * * * Hold on but a lit- 
tle longer for me, my Walt. 


But the good gray poet replied to this: 


My dearest friend, I do not approve 
your American trans-settlement, * * * 
Don’t do anything towards it nor re- 
solve in it nor make any move at all in 
it without further advice from me. 


Nevertheless, the lady declares that she 
has waited seven years and is not now to 
be dissuaded. So she comes at last, with 
three of her four children, and takes a 
house in Philadelphia where Whitman was 
a constant and dear guest at supper time. 
There is deep respect and affection on both 
sides, but henceforward there are no lyric 
raptures. Anne Gilchrist’s letters after 
her return to England in 1879 are admir- 
able as always, full of gossip about her 
children and her work, and with vivid 
pictures of her friends the Tennysons and 
the Carlyles. They are rich in description 
of lovely English landscapes, and are 
touched with the personal charm which 
fascinated her many American and Eng- 
lish friends. ‘*‘ Lazy me, that have been 
thinking, letters to you instead of writing 
them! '’ And when she does write she 
no longer mentions the unattainable: she 
is humorous, maternal, indomitable, still 
enjoying life, still planning books and ar- 
ticles to write, still loyal in that deep af- 
fection which seems to have replaced the 
passion which had met with no return. 
Her last letter ends with ‘*’ My love, dear 
Walt."’ 

The poet talked about her often in his 
closing years, but her real secret remained 
reticently guarded. Whitman did not even 
wish to have Herbert Gilchrist print ex- 
tracts from these letters in the memoir of 
his mother. 


I feel to keep these utterances exclu- 
sively to myself, [he said.] But I can- 
not let your book go to press without 
at least saying—and wishing it put on 
record—that among the perfect women 
I have met (and it has been my un- 
speakably good fortune to have had the 
very best, for mother, sisters, and 
friends) I have known none more per- 
fect in every relation than my dear, 
dear friend, Anne Gilchrist.

FAR AWAY AND LONG AGO: A History 
of My Early Lifee By W. H. Hudson. 
New York: E. P. Dutton & Co. 

ITTLE information about W. H. 

.. Hudson is contained in the Eng- 

lish ‘‘ Who’s Who,” nothing, in 

fact, but the dated list of his pub- 
lications. Nor has much biographical ma- 
terial reached the public from. other 
sources. He has been quoted as saying 
that the interesting part of his life ended 
when he was 15. Here and there in his 
books, and in a few magazine articles, he 
has made reference—always enchantingly 

—to his boyhood in South America. But 

we have waited eagerly—an ever-increas- 

ing public of appreciative readers—for his 
autobiography. 

But it was not a mere collection of 
chronicled facts, however interesting, 
which we have awaited. One of the great- 
est of living stylists, W. H. Hudson has 
taught us better what to expect. And the 
thing for which we have waited has been 
just what we have here—a book sug- 
gestive, picturesque, unusual, beautiful. 
“ Far Away and Long Ago” is the story 
of the boyhood and the boyhood surround- 
ings of a man in whom the love of nature 
seems to have wrought so complete a one- 





ness with itself that when he writes of 
nature the picture he draws is not only 
vivid and beautiful, but wholly effortless. 
Yet it is not simply a book of the boy’s 
own life and natural surroundings. A& 
delightfully as in “The Purple Land,” 
Hudson in this book gives us portraits of 
people—the neighbors of his childhood on 
the South American plain. 

Indeed—and ihis again will surprise 
none of his readers—there are whole chap- 
ters of “ Far Away and Long Ago” in 
which the author scarcely mentions him- 
self at all. And although the latter part, 
of the volume is more strictly ‘“‘ autobio- 
graphical,” in a literal sense, one has the 
feeling throughout of the author's objective 
interdst in life and things and people. He 
gives us the perfect portrait of a patriarch 
of the pampas, for example, not because 
Don Evaristo Penalvo entered deeply or 
significantly into the life of the English 
boy, but because he found Don Evaristo 
himself so interesting. 2 

Yet the boy himself stands out none the 
less clearly for the indirectness of his 
treatment. And the brief glimpses of his 
relation to his mother, the explanation of 
his early “animism,” the conflict in his 
mind over matters of religious faith, his

GENERAL FOCH AT THE MARNE.

N this-civilian “ account of the fighting 
in and near the marshes of Saint- 
Gond,’’ M. Le Goffic has unconsciously in- 
dited an epopee, the makings of an epic, of 
that great battle in which Marshal Joffre, 
in September, 1914, through General Foch, 
hurled back the deluge of Germans and 
saved France and the world to liberty and 
civilization. The timeliness of the book is 
unaffected by the fact that while this 
English version was going through an 
American press the MHercynian hordes 
were being beaten back from the Marne 
once again. The wonderful unity of the 
setting, on that marshy plain some forty 
by a hundred miles in area, the local leg- 
ends that have already, sprung up about 
the exploits of the victory, and the facts 
that outfable the legends, all presented 
with a wealth of significant detail, would 
seem at first blush to not leave much be- 
sides versification for the coming poet to 
achieve in order to outdo The Song of 
Roland and the Nibelungenlied. Certainly 
both these poems are here beggared in 
theme. 


Characteristically, the Germans did not 
subject this wine-growing region to the 
same systematic devastation that they have 
inflicted on other parts of France, They 
religiously spared the vineyards so near to 
Paris, pending the celebration of that 
triumphal entry which. seemed to them a 
foregone conclusion. Therefore the little 
village of Villevenard, on the edge of the 
marshes of Saint-Gond, was peculiarly im- 
mune,

to be envied the idyllic task, the labor of 
love and patriotism which he began there 
in July, 1916, with all the local color, with 
copious aid in the way of books, brochures, 
and articles; of private notebooks, letters, 
and communications by word of mouth: 
‘* The first book of this kind—dealing with 
the central part of the operations on the 
Marne—which has been offered to the 
public!”” He describes the battle as seen 
by a civilian from this small corner of the 
marshes whence he tried to construct for 
himself an idea of the course of events in 
the French centre. Owing to the sheer 
nonmilitary authorship, his book has some 
of the defects of its intimate qualities. Yet 
he secures many memorable effects, as in 
his depiction of the losing and winning 
back of the Castle of Mondemont, where 
the tide of battle turned; and of the sweep- 
ing onslaught of Grosasetti's 42d Division 
at Fére-Champenoise the next day. He has 
rendered an important service in putting 
generalities aside and entering into details; 
in carefully sifting the details and disen- 
tangling a particularly confused subject— 
a service which deserves the gratitude of 
an eagerly awaiting public in every land 
where there is a throb of sympathy for 
bleeding, outraged, heroic France.

love for his brothers, his dawning realiza- 
tion that his love of nature was deeper and 
keener and more abiding than that of other 
folk—all these are trenchant, unforgetta- 
ble. 

There has been much illness in Hudson's 
life, beginning with an attack of rheumatic 
fever when he was in his sixteenth year, 
the results of which darkened many years 
of his life; there has been much physical 
pain. It is due to one attack of serious 
illness, about three years ago, that we 
have this book; for during those days of 
suffering he found himself strangely able 
to recall events of his childhood that he 
supposed had been long forgotten; and 
when he was able he began to write them 
down. At the end he sets forth a kind of 
verdict upon life as he has found it: 

* * * That was the life I desired— 
the life the heart can conceive—the 
earth life. When I hear people say 
they have not found the world and life 
80 agreeable or interesting as to be in 
love with it, or that they look with 
equanimity to its end, I am apt to 
think they have never been properly 
alive, nor seen with clear vision the 
world they think so meanly of, or 
aor. in it—not a blade of grass. 
Only I know that mine is an excep- 
tional case, that the visible world is 
to me more beautiful and interesting 
than to most persons, that the delight 
I experienced in my communings 
with nature did not pass away, leav- 
ing nothing but a recollection of van- 
ished happiness to intensify a pres- 
ent plan. The happiness was never 
lost, but, owing to that faculty I 
have spoken of, had a cumulative 
effect on the mind and was mine 
again, so that in my worst times, when 
I was compelled to exist shut out from 
nature in London for long periods, sick 
and poor and friendless, I could yet al- 
ways feel that it was infinitely better 
to be than not to be. 

It isa far cry, however, from the con- 
scious summing up of years, good and 
bad, to that carefree boyhood of which 
the book tells. The old house, with its 
twenty-five ombu trees, where Hudson 
was born; the new house on a hil! with its 
great fruit plantation, to which the family 
moved when he was still a child; the vari- 
ous neighbors and native acquaintances, 
the moat, the plains, the birds, the very 
snakes—all these are pictured inimitably. 
And none the less vivid are the intimate 
portraits of the trustful, gentle-souled 
father, the courageous, sympathetic moth- 
er, the loved brothers, the three tutors 
who came in succession to teach the chil- 
dren and proved one after another unde- 
sirable. Such chapters as “A Boy's Ani- 
mism,” on the other hand, and“ A Dark- 
ened Life” tell with fine directness the 
thoughts and emotion, the influence of na- 
ture and men and books, on the mind of 
the boy himself. And here is one sen- 
tence of many that show the unstudied 
rhythmic beauty of Hudson's style, and at 
the same time the wistfulness of his love 
of nature: 

I only know that the old place where 
as a child I first knew him, where his 
cattle and horses grazed and the stream 
where they- were watered was alive 
with herons and spoonbills, black- 
necked swans, glossy ibises in clouds, 
and great blue {bises with resounding 
voices, is now possessed by aliens, who 
destroy all wild bird life and grow corn 
on the land for the markets of Europe. 
A book worth waiting for, truly; greatly 

worth reading, and reading again.

The 
rest of the novel tells of Glenfernie’s pur- 
suit: of vengeance—and how he attains It. 
Like another recent novel—infinitely 
more facile as it is infinitely more super- 
ficial—“" Foes ” is a study in hate, the hate 
of Glenfernie for the man -he once loved, 
whose live he saved, whose friendship, 
saving only his love for Elspeth, was the 
deepest thing in his being. The time of 
the novel is in the first half of the eight- 
eenth century, and the scene of its first 
half, Scotland. -Harly: the inner rift be- 
tween the ‘hoy friends is subtly adum- 
brated: : 

Ian gazed. at the pool. He had many 
advantages over Alexander he knew, 
but. the latter had this curious dar- 
ing. He did more things with him- 
self and of himself than. did he, Ian. 
There was that in Ian that did not like 
this, that was jealous of being sur- 

passed.’ And there was that in Ian 
that ‘would not directly display this 
feeling, that would provide it, indeed, 
_with all kinds of masks, but would, 
with certainty, act from that spurring, 


though intricate enough might be the 
path between the stimulus and the 
act. 


After the suicide of Elspeth the story 
becomes tense with the foreboding of a 
Greek tragedy. Ian has joined the ranks 
of. the usurping Stuart King. The Stu- 
art..interest, emboldened by the English 
defeat at Fontenoy, thought that the time 
had come to raise its banner and. raid 
England, aided by ‘‘ Highland Chiefs and 
lowland Jacobites and English Tories.’’ 
Glenfernie joins the King’s forces, bent 
on revenge on Ian, whom he now hates 
.implacably. After the rout of Culloden 
he meets Ian. They fight, and it is Glen- 
fernie that:is wounded. But he pursues; 
he pursues Ian to Paris and to Rome, 
-even- ransoms him from mountain. robbers 
so that he may not be cheated of his re- 
venge. Hate in Glenfernie is incessant, 
eroding. Till suddenly comes a change. 
It is during carnival time at Rome. An 
accident had made them for the moment 
rescuers rather than haters: 

The mood of the amphitheatre when 
they had sat side by side claimed them 
still. There had been a reversion or a 
coming into fresh space where quarrel 
faded Hike a shadow before light. The 
light was a golden, hazy one, made up 
of myriads of sublimed memories, asso- 
clations, judgments; conclusions. Noth- 
ing defined emerged from it; it was 
simply someéwhat golden, somewhat 
warm light, as froma sun well under 
the horizon—a kind of dreamy well- 
being as of old together, unquestion- 
ing acceptance. Suddenly aroused, each 
might have said: ‘‘For the moment—it 
was for a moment only! ” Then, for 
the moment, there was return, with 
addition.

ALMANZAR. By J. Frank Davis. With

T has of late ‘become the custom to en- 
deavor to’ present as novels - volumes 
of short stories centring principally about 
one or two characters. The usual method 
of doing this is to call each story a ‘‘ chap- 
ter,’’ though occasionally the tales are 
broken -up into two ‘‘ chapters ’’ or even 
more. In ‘' Almanzar,’’ however, the 
. seven’ short stories which make up the 
book are called ‘‘ episodes,'’ which is a 
very good name for them. The book itself 
is one of those which the reviewer picks 
up with a sigh, and then has the pleasant 
surprise of finding distinctly amusing. 
Tales of negro houseboys are not rare, and 
generally belong to the cheapest kind of 
slap-stick farce, but. “ Almanzar” is a 
real character study, cleverly handled, and 
producing throughout an effect of reality. 
The author seems to have made a careful 
investigation into the ways and habits of 
thought of certain negro types, and the 
result is a: book which is entertaining and 
also more than a trifle illuminating. 
_ Almanzar Evarts is a colored houseboy, 
Hving in San Antonio and employed by a 
very likable couple, a Mr. and Mrs. Farns- 
worth, kindly people both, and endowed 
with a sense of humor. The leading tenor

THE SILENCES 


OUT oF THE SILENCES. By “Mary. E. 
Waller. Little, Brown & Co... $1.50 net. 
ISS WALLER'S new novel is essen- 
tially a plea for the American In- 
dian and for his admission to the full 
rights of citizenship.. But this. propa- 
ganda element has been so. successfully in- 
terwoven with the plot of the narrative 
that the book never seems either perfunc- 
tory or 
into one or the other of which the ‘‘ noy- 
el with a purpose’’ so séldom escapes 


falling. The main thread of the-story is. 


the history of ‘‘ Bob’’ Collamore, an 
American boy who is thrown’ by .circum- 
stances into close relationship with a tribe 
of Cree Indians,’ living. in the Turtle 
Mountain country just over the Canadian 
border line. Bob plays with the children 
of the Indian chief, makes an especial pet 
of the chief’s little daughter, Kinni-kinnik, 
and is on friendly, even intimate, terms 
with the medicine man, Carmastic.: ‘He 
learns many of the Indian ideas and tra- 
ditions, and presently Carmastic himself 
tells him something of the inner mean- 


‘ings of the fast which every Indian boy 


must make before he attains manhood, a 
test ‘which Bob presently undergoes tri- 
umphantly, emerging thence with ~ his 
** medicine ”’; 
that is a man’s medicine,’’ declares Car- 
mastic. 

All this picture of Indian life and In- 
dian thought is vividly and sympathetic- 


‘ally drawn, but, as one presently: discov- 


ers, it is merely preparatory to that scene 
which is by all odds the most impressive 
in the book—the scene of the great coun- 
cil, called some twenty years later, when 
Bob, then a man in the thirties, comes to 
revisit his old friends, - With his: half- 
breed ‘* blood brother,’’ Colin McGillie, he 
comes ona special’ mission’ to urge the 
Indians to enlist in -the Canadian. Army, 
as he himself, an American, intends to do. 
For at this time his own land, as he ad- 


mits with his head ‘bowed in shame, fn” 
humiliation,’’ has no vision, but is letting - 


‘* other white men fight for their brothers, 
* while abroad on the earth stalks 
the wide-mouthed hunger-wolf and the 
beasts of prey, murder, rapine—and worse 
—prowl among the ruins of the white 
men’s houses.’’ At the very end the story 
moves to France. America has at last en- 
tered the war, ‘‘ but late, too late,’’ and 
Bob feels that now the opportunity hes 
come ‘‘ to redeem these past two years 
and more of national ailence by blood sac- 
rifice, the only way to wipe out our shame 
and humiliation.’” With Bob in Frarice 
are his Indian friends, men._who repre- 
sent ‘‘ the longing and desire of their 
race,’’ men who are ** fighting for their 
freedom as well as ours * * *. fighting 


all the more desperately because they 


know from their fathers of. the wrongs 
their race has suffered at the hands of 7 
the whites.’’ 

Though the book is somewhat jerky “in 
construction, it is well writen. Bob Colla-. 
more himself, -Alison -Doane, the. cour- 
ageous and sympathetic heroine, and the 


wise old saddlemaker who adopted the or-. 


phan Bob, are all real and interesting peo-

VERY pleasant, very improbable, and 
. very conventional little story is the 
one related ‘by Mr. Van Schaick in his new 
book, ‘‘ Thé ‘Peace’ of Roaring River.’’ . Its 
heroine, Madge Nelson, poor, sick, friend- 
less, unable t6 find work and driven well- 
nigh to. desperation, takes one of those 
steps which-in real life almost invariably 
_ to unmitigated disaster, and in fiction 
most invariably lead to unmitigated hap- 
piness.. .The scene of her despair is New 
York, but the action of most of the story 
takes place in and about the little settle- 
ment of Carcajou in the Canadian .North- 
west. Some twelve miles from Carcajou is 
Roaring .River, wherein a little shack 
close by the silver mine he has discovered 
and is only. waiting for the. coming: of 
Spring .to develop, lives the hero, Hugo 
Ennis. His nearest neighbors are a French 
Canadian family, the Papineaus, kindly 
people possessed of a large number of 
small children. 

There aré some nicely done descriptions 
of life in the Canadian: wilderness, which 
the:author.sees through the rosiest c7 rosé- 
tinted spectacles, and Madge, who had suf- 
fered so much in’ the city, finds much 
generosity. and - good-will) among the pio- 
neers. A keen-sighted and warm-hearted 
doctor plays the part ‘of the god in the 
machine,. and. quickly finds the answer: to 


‘the riddle which had so: perplexed Madge 


and Hugo. Mr. Van Schaick has done 
about all that could be done to:render the 
pivot situation of his story plausible, and 
his easy, agreeable style makes*it possible 
for him to hold the reader's attention. 


THE VANISHED HELGA 


THE VANISHED HELGA. By Elizabeth F,

HE title of this novel refers not to a 
woman, but to the yacht she owned. 
The Helga was built in accordance with the 
ideas and directions of Zoe Lenox, an ex- 
traordinarily beautiful and extraordinarily 
wealthy young woman of somewhat pe- 
culiar parentage. She was ‘‘ a creature of 
negations,’’ a ‘‘ hanger-back ’’ from life, 
and likewise an Olympian. Grand Dukes 
and.others had wooed. her in vain, and 
when Jim Whittaker first met and imme- 
diately fell in love with her he looked 
‘upon her as nothing less than a goddess. 
The one thing she really seemed to care 
about, however, was the sea, and she pres- 
ently invited Jim and his friends, the 
Evingtons; to go with her for @ cruise in 
her, new yacht, the Helga. He went, and 
the cruise finally took them into the South 
Arctic, 

The author’s style is not without a 
touch of distinction, but her story drags, 
and her characters, save for a few of the 
minor ones, are distinctly He fictiony. " The 
superb Zoe fails to be impressive, and her 
long struggle against the love to which 
she has for a_ time completely yielded 
seems mierely silly, and rather exasperates 
the reader, who feels that it is a case of 
much ado about nothing, a tiresome put- 
ting off of the wholly conventional conclu- 
sion,- of whose coming he has long been 
certain and which finally arrives. Great 
pains has evidently been taken to render 
Zoe a notable and effective character, but 
her relationship to the haughty ladies of 
old-fashioned melodrama is the most strik- 
ing thing about her. Jessica, the woman 
contrasted with Zoe, is correctly described 
by the hero when he calis her ‘* too good 
to be true.’’ The best thing in the book 
is the character of Jim’s friend, Stuart 
Evingtoh, cynic, man of the world, and 
good comrade. He is a real person, and so, 
too, is hts wife, June, though she is com- 
monplace and not so interesting: The 
book shows care, and one feels rather that 
Miss—or Mrs.—Corbett’s choice of a theme 
has been unfortunate than that she alto- 
gether lacks ST ;

‘F there is one. thing more than another 
that the war has proved fully and com- 
pletely it is the falsity of the saying that 
there is no new thing under the'sun. And 
one of the very newest of these new things | f 
is Miss Thomasina Atkins of the Woman's 
Auxiliary Army Corps, better known as 
thé “ Waacs.” So very new, indeed, is she 
that this: present volume is the first in 
which she has told her experiences. Ina 
series of letters, letters not intended for 
publication; but written to one very. near 
and dear to her whom she calls “.Peachy,” 
the otherwise anonymous Miss Thomasina 
gives a graphic account of. life “ds it is 
lived among those girls and women who 
are “carrying on'from day to day—little 
comfort, no luxury, and no complaints, 
all honestly «trying to live up to their 
uniform.”

Sel- 
dom, however, does. she write other than 
cheerfully, even when the camp is in the 
grip of terible cold, and there is no water, 
and her breath makes little icicles on the 
army blankets in which she sleeps, and her 
faith in the ultimate victory never wavers, 
though the last of her published letters 
was written during the black days of 
March, 1918.

We have too 
much real. poetry from the actual scenes of 
fighting to interest ourselves more than 
momentarily in anything so trivial as one 
finds in this volume. 

Every thread of Walter De La Mare’s 
silken spell of wizardry is needed to hold 
the reader who comes to ‘* Motley and 
Other Poems’’ after listening’-to louder 
and more thrilling voices, but: we lay down 
the book ‘with the grateful sense of having 
been led into a shadowy Place of dreams 
and colors. Mr. De La Mare is among 
the foremost of our present-day poets, and 
those who know ‘' Peacock Pie ”’ wil] need 
no introduction ; but for, those who do not 
we give the first of these new verses: 


The Little Salamander 
: To Margot 
When I go free, 
I. think I'll be 
A night of stars and sh 
And the wild fires of frost” shall light 
My footsteps as I go;, 
Nobody—nobody will be-there — 
With groping. touch or sight, 
To see me in my. bush of hair 
Dance burning through the night. 
Few poets can paint so alluring a pic- 
ture of a garden as the one which we 
have here, entitled ‘‘' The Sunken Garden,”’ 
in which blossom ‘‘ dark-spiked rosemary 
and myrrh, lean;stalked, purple lavender, 
thyme and bergamot.’”

sympathy between them. A deeper, more 
passionate note is shown in his loye poetry, 
from which we have -selected the stanzas 
called ‘* Life.’’:

Have’ proved “a dream the world’s 
realities, 
Turned -each from other’ s @arkness 
' with a sigh,

Stella. Benson has attracted attention by 
her stories ‘* I Pose’’ and ‘‘ This Is the 
End,"’ and now in ‘‘ Twenty ”” that. num- 
bér of her poems ‘is published, most of 
them taken from these two stories. It has 
been a long time since anything more origi- 
nal has come our way. Such phrases as 
‘When I achieve the chestnut joke of 
dying,’’ ‘‘ While palm-trees _ Diait their 
fingers,’’. and ‘‘ Against your God’s enor- 
mous gaze,’’ grip the interest at once and 
it does not wane. .One expects an enviable 
future for the author of twenty such fine 
poems as these. We would mention espe- 
cially ‘* The Cornishman.”’:

Regard to Corporations’ Income. | 
To the Dditor of The New Yerk Times: 

As would appear from your editorial 
of Oct. 18, under the head of “ State 
Taxes on Federal .Taxea,’’ considerable 
doubt has arisen in the minds of law- 
yers and corperation officers in respect 
to the method of computing the State 
franchise tax of 3 percent. on the net 
income of corporations based on their 
return to the Federal Government. This 
confusion exists largely because the New 
York statute required. the tax to be 
based on the net income ‘upon which 
such corporation is required to pay @ 
tax to the United States.'’ Both the 
Federal income tax and the Federal ex- 
cess profits tax are based on net in- 
comes, on which corporations pay a tax 
to the United States. -In the former case 
the excess profits tax is deducted before 
calculating the tax. In the latter case 
it is not deducted. 

The State Tax Commission has ruled 
that the net income which the New York 
law required to be returned as the basis 
of the tax is the total net income re- 
quired by answer No. 8 in form No. 
1031 of the Federal corporation income 
tax return, from which the excess 
profits tex has not been deducted. This 
appears in harmony with statements 
contained in Section 211, subd. 8, and 
Section 214 of the New York tax law, 
that the State tax shall be computed on 
the ‘entire net income.’’ In other 
words, the State requires the corpora- 
tion to pey a tax not on the net in- 
come as determined by the United 
States, on which it is ‘‘ required ’’ to 
pay ea tax, but on “the entire net in- 
comeé as returned to the United States 
Treasury Department'’ (Section 214, 
New York Tax Law). The “ entire net 
income as returned ’’ is not the net in- 
come less the excess profits tax, but the 
** total net income,’! on which both the 
Federal excess profits tax and the Fed- 
eral income tax are compiited. Indeed 
the original New York law of 1917, 
which had reference to the income of 
1916, could not have applied to the de- 
duction of an excess profits tax, since 
the excess profits tax law was not then 
in existence. 

It was the intention of those who drew 
the original New York act to make the 
Federal income tax report the basis for 
the State franchise tax. The amend- 
ment of 1918 aimed to avoid the consti- 
tutional objection that the State had 
deputized ‘its assessing powers to the 
Federal authorities, and that corpora- 
tions without their consent could be 
taxed and deprived of their property 
without due process of law. The amend- 
ment therefore provided that if the re- 
turn to the Federal Government was in- 
accurate, it might give the net income 
which it claimed to be correct. Under 
Section 195 of the New York Tax law 
the State Tax Commission had authtr- 
ity to go into the merits by examining 
the corporation's officers and its books 
and fixing the actual net income. The 
whole purpose of using the Federal re- 
turn was to do away with the compli- 


cated and expensive machinery which 
the State would require if it were 
obliged to review the various items of 
ross income, general expense, deprecia- 
ion, deductions, &c., before it could de- 
termine the net income. In the amended 
statute the rights. of both the corpora- 
tion and the State are preserved so that 
neither is concluded by an incorrect re- 
turn or. by the determination of the 
Federal Government. In the exceptional 
cases, where no _return is made by a 
corporation to the State, or to the 
Un.ted States, ‘‘ the Tax Commission is 
authorized te make an assessment of 
the net income of such corporation, and 
of the amount of tax due under this 
article, from any information in its pos- 
scssion.'’ In such cases opportunity is 
given to the corporation to be heard in 
respect thereof, (Section 217 N. Y. Tax 
Law,) and it cannot be contended that 
where no Federal return is made that 
the assessment of the net income by the 
Tax Commission can imply the deduc- 
tion of the excess profits tax.

THE CAPTAIN WIRZ CASE. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

Under the caption ‘‘ Make German 
Guilt Personal ’' I note an editorial arti- 
cle drawing a comparison between the 
alleged crimes. committed by Captain 
Henry Wirz of Andersonville Prison, 
Georgia, and the crimes of the Prussian 
military authorities in Belgium and 
France. The writer has seen many 
other references to the hanging of Wirz 
as just retribution for crimes committed 
upon Federal prisoners of war. 





I wish to say here, as a relative of 
some of those in prison at Andersonville | 
and as one who has especially investi- | 
gated the subject,. that the charges | 
brought against Captain Wirz were’ un- ' 
just in the extreme and the trial itself ! 
represents perhaps the only prime injus- 
tice (with the possible exception of the 
trial: and punishment of Mrs. Surratt 
and Dr. Samuel A. Mudd) in the annals 
of American trials. 
it is perfectly natural for writers to 
assume that Wirz was guilty in view of 
the fact that only our very latest his- 
tories—the one by James Ford Rhodes, 
for instance—give anything like a faith- 
ful account of the treatment of prisoners 
on ejther side during the ‘war of seces- 
sion. 

In quoting from the indictment brought 
against Wirz, {t should also be. men- 
tioned that Wirz was accused and con- 
victed as one of a number of others in 
committing the crimes of which he was 
declared guilty. In other words, that 
“‘he, the said Wirz, did combine, con- 
federate, and conspire with Jefferson 
Davis, James A. Seddon, Howell Cobb, 
John H. Winder,” and a2 number of 
other prominent Confederate officials 
°° * “maliciously, traitorously, and 
in violation of the laws of war, to im- 
pair and injure the health and destroy 
the lives by subjecting to torture and 
great suffering * * * large numbers 
of Federal prisoners * * © to the end 
that the armfes of the United States 
might be weakened and impaired and ' 
the insurgents engaged in armed re- 
bellion against the United States might ' 
be aided and comforted.”

What: He Said and Did Not Say---

To the Editor of The New York Times: 
Congratulations are due to you for the 
admirable series. of editorials which

which you suggest that these Repub- 
lican leaders take the trouble to read 
Mr. Wilson's appeal, in order that they 
may know just what he did say. 

It is a rather lamentable eommentary 
upon the temper of men having, and 
asserting the right to, leadership that 
they should, without a single exception, 
so far as Ihave observed, utterly 
ignore the language of the President 
and assume ‘to put interpretations upon 
his words which are in no wise war- 
ranted. The President indicated in his 
letter to Senator Hitchcock that he ex- 
pected citizens to ‘‘ understand Eng- 
lish.”’ Evidently he, made a serious mis- 
calculation as to the Republican leaders. 

It should be pointed out that the 
President asked, “If you have ap- 
proved of my leadership and wish me 
to continue to be your unembarrassed 
spokesman * * ® you will express 
yourselves unmistably. —E am your 
servant and will accept — judgment 
without cavil, but my poWer to admin- 
ister the truet * * * will be seriously 
impaired should your judgment be ad- 
verse and I must frankly tell you so 
because so many critical issues depend 
upon your verdict.” The President 
then goes on to give us an understand- 
ing of the difficulties of the task and 
the advantages of a unified leader- 
ship, with the further statement 
that a Republican Congress would ‘‘di- 





vide the leadership.’ Could anything 
be simpler, more direct and more can- 
did as a mere statement of the facts? 
Then he says, ‘‘ The: leaders of the 
minority * ® ® have been anti-Admin- 
istration.’’ No careful er of the 
debates in Congress could doubt that 
for. a moment, but seemingly the failure 
of these leaders to understand English 
has led them to emphasize to the ut- 
most the completeness of, the anti-Ad- 
ministration temper, and Colonel Roose- 
velt and others eminent in the party 
are outvying each other to prove how 
completely the Republican party leaders 
are opposed to the President’s conduct 
the war, notwithstanding its suc- 
cessful outcome, and even more op- 
posed to his program for peace, Al- 
though the fourteen points have heen 
before them since January, and have 
been repeatedly rn pee by world- 
leaders who are real statesmen during 
these months, these Republican leaders 
lacked the courage to speak their mind 
and say what very many of us knew. 
It cannot be denied that the privileged 
interests which the Republicans have 
represented for generations are without 
sympathy for the League of Nations 
or a United States of the World, and 
are not in the least eager for a per- 
manent peace.

my memory. I have met over 
10,000 people in my travels. 
Yet I am quite sure I can 
call nearly every one of 
these men and women by 
name the instant I meet 
them, ask most of them 
how the lumber business is 
or the shoe business or 
whatever business they 
were in when I was first 
introduced to them. 

Peoplé wonder at these 
memory feats. Hundreds 
have asked me how I can 3 
store so many facts, figures, and faces in my 
mind, and recall them at will. And they are even 
more mystified when I explain that my memory 
used to be so poor I would forget a man’s name 
twenty seconds after I met him! In fact that was 
what led me to investigate and study the cause of 
poor memory and the remedy.

~- IN SCHMIDT PAPERS 





Careful Records of Deutsche Bank Agent 
~. Promise Important Additions to 
~. the Story of German Intrigue 


HEN on April 6, 1917, America 
declared war on Germany 
‘ ~ there was in New York as 


American representative of 
the Deutsche Bank of Berlin a German 
by the name of Hugo Schmidt. As the 
world now knows, it .was the Deutsche 
Bank which financed the Bernstorff- 
Bolo Pacha plot to debauch France, a 
scheme to corner the wool market of the 

- world, a plot the object of which was to 
gain control of the after-the-war trade 
fm South America, and through its 
agents in this country and South Amer- 
fea. was keeping tab on the political situ- 
ation in this hemisphere for the Foreign 
Office in Berlin. How these plots and 
mumerous others were planned and how 
they were to be carried out was dis- 
closed in a great mass of documents 
which will go down in history as the 
“‘ Hugo Schmidt Papers."’ 

Despite the fact that he was one of 

the first ‘of. the Kaiser’s subjécts. to be 
arrested” after this country entered the 
war, and despite the fact that he. knew 
the’ all-important nature of the papers, 
Sehmidt failed to destroy the documents. 
He acted on the theory that the United 
States Governnient would not take them, 
ahd so he catalogued them and stored 
them away in his private office at 
Broadway and. Rector Street and in his, 
living quarters in the old German Club 
in West Fifty-ninth Street. ‘ 
“Jt was the plotting of, Bernstorff and 
Bolo Pacha, with Adolph Pavenstedt, the 
enemy alien banker of New York, acting 
asa go-between, that caused the seizure 
ef Schmidt's papers, with the unmasking 
ef scores of German political and trade 
plots, involving financial backing mount- 
ing into the hundreds of millions of dol- 

lars. . 

The revelations which have followed 
the seizure of these papers have filled 
pages in the newspapers of the United 
States and the rest of the world, and 
yet the story has not yet been half told. 
Other investigations are now under way, 
and within the next few weeks the first 
chapters in the stories of hitherto un- 
known plots, all of them the result of 
the study of Schmidt’s documents, will 
be made public. These new chapters in 
a@ story which has been pronounced by 
Vederal officials among the most inter- 





esting of all the disclosures brought 


about as a result of the great war will 
be issued, perhaps in installments, by 
Deputy Attorney General -Alfred L. 
Becker, the man who exposed Bolo, and 
who, as the Caillaux trial in Paris pro- 
gresses, will be shown to have played 
an important part in building up the 
case against Caillaux, the former French 
Premier, who today stands before the 
bar of justice accused of high treason 
against France.. 

The seizure of millions of dollars 
worth of German-owned property in this 
country has been made possible, to a 
large extent, by Mr. Becker’s seizure 
more than two years ago of Schmidt's 
papers. But for its conclusive evidence 
of the true ownership of certain great 
properties, the Government of the United 
States would have had an almost im- 
possible job in ferreting out the trade 
footholds of the Hun in America. Today 
the Government is in control of great 
woolen mills, of huge plants now en- 
gaged in the manufacture of munitions 
of war, of splendid ocean-going steam- 
ships, (not those of the Hamburg-Amer- 
iean and North German Lloyd lines,) 
which until Schmidt's ‘papers were 
studied were supposed to be neutral or 
American owned, not to mention numer- 
ous other important plants, all of which 
were proved to be of enemy ownership 
and which a majority have already been 
auctioned off to bona fide American 
ownership and control. 


Aside from what the future may dis- 
close as a result of a further study and 
investigation of Schmidt’s papers, the 
following summary, prepared for THE 
Times in the office of Mr. Becker, shows 
in a condensed. form the results ob- 
tained to date as a resuit of the seizure 
of the German banker’s books and other 
data: 


1. Part of documents that helped in the 
conviction of Bolo Pacha. 

2. Furnished evidence upon ywhich Hugo 
Schmidt and Adolph Pavenstedt were in- 
terned. Y 

3. Furnished evidence disclosing German 
plot to hoard wools and other textiles for 
German account, furnishing evidence en- 
bling the Government to take control of 
Forstmann & -Huffmann Compary, and 
proving conclusively the German owner- 
ship of the Botany Worsted Mills. 

4. Furnished evidence upon which Eugen 
Schwerdt was interned. 

5. Furnished key of the secret telegraphic 
code of the Deutsche Bank, which since 
has been used by all the intelligence bu- 
reaus throughout the world to decode 
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6, rnished information to compile an 
index showing approximately 32,000 sub-- 
seribers in. America for war loans of the 
‘Central Powers, 

7. Disclosed payments of moneys made by 
the German Foreign Office to their diplo- 
matic representatives abroad, notably ito 
the German Minister in Buenos - Aires, 
about 8,000,000 marks” ($1,600,000;) to the 
German Minister Mexico, about $178,- 
. 000; to the Minister at Port-au-Prince, 
Haiti, $120,000, &c. ‘ 

8. Disclosed the payments made by the 
German Foreign Office, through the 
Deuteche Bank, to its diplomatic repre- 
sentatives in the United States, von Bern- 
storff, Boy-Ed, von Papen, and Albert, 
to carry on different methods of German 
propaganda and frightfulness, as well as 
commercial aggression. . 

9. Disclosed extensive plans for the con- 
trol of South American trade by German 
interests and showed German methods of 
_keeping a close scrutiny on the political 
“situation of the several South American 
republics. 

0. Disclosed means adopted for carry- 
ing on German business in enemy as well 
as in neutral: countries and gave to the 
authorities the names of the German 
agents in every neutral country in the 
* world. ¥ 


The arrest and internment of Schmidt 
the exposure of Bolo Pacha. Pavenstedt 


of G. Amsinck & Co., and for years was 
among the best known of the Kaiser's 
subjects in New York. The Schmidt 
papers disclosed him as an intimate of 
Bernstorff, Dr. Albert, Boy-Ed, and von 
Papen, and as the man to whom Bolo 
went immediately on arrival in_ this 
country in the late Winter of 1916. 
Pavenstedt negotiated for Bernstorff. the 
financial part of the conspiracy which 
resulted in the payment to Bolo out of 
the funds of the Deutsche Bank in this 
country a sum totalling about $1,700,000. 


It was also disclosed that immediately 
following the outbreak of the war Boy- 
Ed and von Papen hurried to New York 
to establish propaganda and plot head- 
quarters as per instructions received 
from Berlin. Boy-Ed, like Bolo, first 
sought Pavenstedt, who found room for 
the German naval attaché in his own 
office in the bank building. Later, when 
the newspapers began to print stories 
of. the questionable operations of the 
German naval and military attachés, 
they moved to other headquarters, the 
transfer being made ‘‘for reasons of 
policy,’’ at the suggestion of Paven- 
stedt. 

The story gf Bolo is known to every 
one, and it is not necessary to point out 
how the Schmidt papers led to. that 
traitor’s arrest and subsequent. execu- 
tion by a French firing squad. The case 





against Charles Humbert, the French 
Senator, who is soon to be placed on 
trial, is also based on evidence that was 
disclosed in an examination bt the 
Deutsche Bank documents. 


With the Bolo affair out of the way 
Mr. Becker began an investiggtion of 
the great mass of papers and other data 
included in the haul that was made when 
Schmidt’s office was searched by agents 
of the Attorney General. 

In the course of this examination he 
came across the name of one Eugene 
Schwerdt. There were a number of 
letters found which had passed between 
Schmidt and Schwerdt. They proved of 
unusual interest and indicated that a 
great plot had been hatched, the pur- 
pose of which was to corner the wool 
supply. on behalf of Germany, for use 
during the war if possible, and if not, 
for use after hostilities ceased. 


Schwerdt was found in this city, where 
he was posing as a Belgian subject. It 
was established that he was born in 
Germany but had lived for more than 
thirty years in Belgium, where he was 
one of the leading wool importers of 
that country. He had been a close per- 
sonal friend of King Albert and had 
permitted one of his sons to join the 
Belgian Army, subsequently imposing 
upon the King’s friendship to..get the 
lad. discharged, after which the son 
came to this country to join his father. 
Like’ Schmidt, Schwerdt, who proved to 
be ‘an out-and-out German agent, failed 
to destroy his papers. These papers 
showed that he had been Schmidt's 
chief aid in the wool conspiracy and 
that in order to get information in South 
America he had sent his son, the boy 
who had served under King Albert, to 
act’ as a‘ secret agent for German in- 
terests. 

‘* Schwerdt’s- attempts to make out 
that. he -and his family were pro-Bel- 
gians,’’ said Mr. Becker a few days ago, 
‘‘ should be a warning to all who feel 
inclined to believe implicitly in the 
protestations of some persons of Ger- 
man birth that they have shaken off 
their allegiance to the fatherland. . This 
man Schwerdt had proclaimed his loy- 
alty to King Albert, had educated his 
children in Belgium, and yet the 
Schmidt papers disclosed the fact that 
he was a broker in every deal for the 
purchase of “wool for German account 
that was participated in by the Deutsche 
Bank acting through its chief repre- 
sentative, Hugo Schmidt.

the persons investigated in the wool 
transaction was found but who proved 
to be in close control with Schwerdt, the 
‘loyal Belgian.’ ”’ 

The wool tavestigation led to another 
trail, and that was the jute cpnspiracy. 
This scheme, unlike the wool scheme, 
did not get very far. It called for the 
Procurement of jute not from neutral 
pies ar but from India, the material 
to be’ shipped to persons of apparent 
neutral status and: by them trans- 
shipped to the fatherland. . Incidentally, 
it may be stated that the wool and jute 
papers opened the way forthe United 
States Government to take over and sell 
the great Botany Worsted Mills, near 
Passaic, and to take control of. other 
great woolen concerns in that and other 
parts of the country, all. of which were 
proved to be German-owned or con- 
trolled. , 

As his study of the Hugo Schmidt pa- 
pers continued, Mr. Becker came across 
a number of suspicious names and 
words. It was apparent that they were 
code words. And here again the Ger- 
man banker, whom Bernstorff had pro- 
nounced one of the shrewdest in all Ger- 
many, proved of assistance to the en- 
emies of his country, for Schmidt forgot 
to destroy the key to the code. With 
this key the Federal and State investi- 
gators were able to decipher the mes- 
sages which the wireless had flashed 
back and forth between Sayville, L. I., 
and Nauen, Germany. 


With the code key the American and 
allied authorities have. since been ‘able 
to decipher thousands of | messages 
which passed between the German Gov- 
ernment and its agents, not only in neu- 
tral but also in enemy lands. German 
agents who-have fallen into the Amer- 
ican Secret Service net have stated that 
the Kaiser will never forgive Schmidt 
for his failure to destroy that all-im- 
portant telegraph code. It was this key 
that proved the Bolo Pacha plot was 
directed from Berlin and that the huge 
payments made to, Bolo Were ordered by 
the Imperial financiers in Berlin. It 
also led to the discovery that about $2,- 
000,000 was cabled to Buenos Aires in 
1916, at about the time that Caillaux 
was in that city dickering with ‘Lux- 
burg, the German Chargé d’Affaires. It 
is not now permissible. to givé more of 
Mr. Becker's investigation of Caillaux’s 
activities. The whole story of that in- 
vestigation will. be made public as soon 


Not ohe of}as certain depositions are-read into the 





evidence at the Caillaux trial in Paris. 

It was known long before the Hugo 
Schmidt papers were seized that the 
German Government had _ expended 
hundreds of. millions of dollars in this 
country in. the financing of plots and 
propaganda. The bank accounts of the 
Imperial Government -never dwindled 
during all the months of American neu- 
trality. The Schmidt: papers told why 
the coffers had always been full'to over- 
flowing. 

Here and there in the papers Mr. 
Becker found interesting’ references to 
German Imperial war bond sales in the 
United States. The names of the banks 
and brokers through whom these bonds 
had been disposed of were found in 
Schmidt's files. The investigator called 
upon these banks and brokers to furnish 
without delay a complete list of all pur- 
chasers of bonds, not only German, but 
also bonds of the Austrian and Hun- 
garian issues. 

The result’ was a list of 32,000' per- 
sons, a great many of them cnemy sub- 
jects, resident in this country, the to- 
tal -amount involved being between 
$300,000,000 and $400,000,000, all of which 
had been turned over to the German 
Embassy and agents for use in the 
United States, Mexico, and Seuth Amer- 
ica. ‘ 

The. bond revelations in turn led to 
the discovery of interesting facts having 
to do with the diplomatic operations of 
Bernstorff, Luxburg and other high 
German representatives in the Western 
Hemisphere, For instance, there was 
an interesting cable transfer of about 
$178,000 to the German Minister in Mex- 
ico, Admiral von Hintze, who later ‘be- 
came the Foreign Minister in Berlin, 
and was then the,father of German 
propaganda south of the Rio Grande. 
There was also disclosed payments ag- 
gregating more than _ $2,000,000 to 
Boy-Hd, which, as the investigation pro- 
ceeded, was shown to have been in- 
tended for ‘use in: fitting cut and sup- 
plying commerce raiders on this side of 
the Atlantic, both in northern and in 
southern waters.. Then f course there 
was the suspicious transfer of $2,000,000 
to Luxburg during the visit to Buenos 
Aires of Caillaux. ; 

And the trail and the clues continued, 
and still continue, to develop. The 
great trade conspiracy for influencing 
South America was shown up in all its 
details. «she names of every concern 
and every person in the Argentine, 


Brazil, Chile, Mexico, the West Indies, 
and other countries to tne south of us, 


WwW Hs 
who had-been caught in the great ma-1 
chine, were disclosed. and these names 
are now on file in the archives of the 
American and Allied Governments... In- 
cidentally it may be mentioned that the 
correspondence. also disclosed the names 
of scores of secret, German trade agents 
in Scandinavia, Holland, Switzerland, 
Spain, and the. countries of’ the Far 
Hast. In all instances these agents or 
firms masqueraded under English, Span- 
ish, Seandinavian, French, or American 
names. , 

The ,secret method. of communication 
between these enemy concerns and their 
agents was also disclosed in the papers. 
Minute instructions for the maintenance 
of German credit ‘not only in the -neu- 
tral countries but also in the countries 
with which Germany is at war were 
found in the papers. 

The investigations now concern other 
operations, particularly those which were 
inatigated for the control of the metal, 
cotton, chemical, and textile trades. 
This phase of the investigation is under 
way in the office of the Attorney. Gen- 
eral at 51 Chambers Street. The result 
of it will'be made public in the course 
of the next few weeks. 

In the meantime, Hugo Schmidt, Pav- 
enstedt, Schwerdt, and others who 
helped direct the plots in this country 
are wintering at the internment camp 
near Fort Oglethorpe. °

IR ERIC GEDDES, First Lord of 
the British Admiratty, was the 
first to speak of the building of a 
' mine barrage against German sub- 
marines in the North Sea. Thatwaswhile 
on his recent visit to this country. Then 
came Assistant Secretary of the Navy 
Franklin D. Roosevelt, in an interview 
om his return from Europe, with fur- 
ther details as to what the American 
Navy was in this important 
work, but not until now has the big 
Miomentous fact of the mine barrier 
been. brought out. 

: The mine barrage, when completed, is 
to extend from Northern Scotland, 200 
miles across the North Sea, to the coast 
of Norway, actually from coast to 
coast. This, with another mine bar- 
Fage ‘across the Straits of Dover from 
England to France, will provide a com- 
plete net north and south against the 
egress and return 
rines. 

Already the barrage, as so far built, 
has been; effective; on excellent author- 
ity it may be stated that U-boats have 
been sent by it to the bottom of the 
Sea. Much greater results are ex- 
pected when connection is made with 
the shore. of Norway, but the conclu- 
sion may not be drawn that the bar- 
fages will constitute submarine-proof 
barriers. In waters that are so tem- 
pestuous and full of currents as those 
ef the North Sea and over a stretch of 
200 miles, a mine field 100 per cent. per- 
fect may not be expected. If not torn 
away in places at times by storms the 
mines drift out of position.

ish Admiralty, however, refused for a 
considerable time to have anything to do 
with the plans, on the ground that they 
were impractical. They did not believe 
@ way could be found to close the gap 
in Norway’s’ territorial waters. After 
months of interchange between the 
British Admiralty and our Nayy De- 
partment, in which the various points 
were taken up and distussed with a sin- 
cere desire on both sides to make use of 
every possible weapon against the sub- 
marine, the British Admiralty accepted 
the American point of view, and work 
was begun on the manufacture of the 
material for the barrages. 

From the standpoint of international 
law the situation was this: If the most 
perfect barrier possible was constructed 
all the way across the 200-odd miles 


from North Scotland to the territorial 
waters of Norway, and the three-mile 
gap between the end and the Norway 
coast, as recognized by international 
law, were left open, then a perfectly 
good gateway for German submarines 
ard other ships to pass through and 
out into the Atlantic Ocean would still 
remain. According to international law 
a belligerent warship has a recognized 
right to go into neutral waters, or a 
neutral port, for specified objects. For 
instance, a belligerent warship may en- 
ter a neutral port to replenish its fuel 
in sufficient quantity to take it to its 
nearest. home port, but this 
ship can do only once; so also a bel- 
ligerent warship which is endangered by 
a storm or damaged by one may go into 
a neutral port to refit.

At first those persons who opposed the 
barrier, in the exchange of communica- 
tions back and forward between London 
and Washington, did not see how we 
could prevent the German warships from 
using the three-mile stretch. Those who 
combated this viewpoint took the 
ground that belligerent warships have 
no inherent or general right to use neu- 
tral territorial waters, and that Norway 
was under definite obligation to prevent 
Germany from using the three-mile strip 
for transit purposes; in other words, to 
get in and out of the North Sea the 
right to go into neutral waters to refit 
or for fuel should be regarded as spe- 
cific exceptions to the general rule. 


This construction of the law held that 
Norway was pound by the higher obli- 
gations of international law to keep 
German warships from passing in and 
out within hailing distance of her coast. 
But apart from constructions of the law 
was the practical question whether Nor- 
way would block this three-mile exit or 
not. Those who asserted that it was her 
obligation to do so held that if Norway 
did not comply voluntarily the Allies 
had a right to ask her to do it, and that 
if she refused they possessed the right 
to do it themselves and carry out for 
Norway her own obligation. 

What was done? The barrier, it is 
obvious, is of no particular use unless 
completed from coast to coast. There 
was no use, therefore, in starting it 
unless it was the intention to connect 
it was started. There 
remains the interesting question, which 
cannot be answered until after the war: 
What did the allied Governments do to 
get the ship passages of belligerents in 
these international waters closed? Has 
Norway agreed to carry out ‘‘ her own 
obligation ’’ or are the Allies prepared 
to do it themselves? After the war is 
at end the answer will do doubt tran- 
spire, but it is safe to assume that in the 
work of completing the barrier, now in 
progress, some means have been found 
to have it stretch, without a gap any- 
where, from the actual coast line of 
Great Britain to the actual coast line of 
Norway. 

While the construction of the barrier 
was going forward, it is interesting to 
note that Archibald Hurd, a British 
naval expert, wrote in an article last 
month in The London Telegraph:

A great deal of capital is also being 
made by them out of Dr. Solf’s recent 
unofficial speeci, which has already 
been reprinted in pamphlet form by the 
German propagandist. publishing firm in 
Berne, which is nominally a Swiss firm. 


At first the Generals of the Austro- 
German peace offensive tried to procure 
the assistance of the International Peace 
Bureau in Berne. They bade the Odessa 
Peace Society send it a telegram saying 
that-in its opinion the time had come 
to. convene a Peace Congress in Switz- 
erland, as being the orfly way to end 
the war.. The International Peace Bu- 
reau in Berne did not fall into the pit 
digged for it, and in its reply said: ‘It 
considered it the duty of pacifists to 
help not to re-establish peace, but to 
establish it; not to try to bring about 
the cessation of hostilities, but to pre- 
pare for the advent of a state of things 
which would prevent their recurrence 





and make force serve the cause of the 





rights and liberties of nations in the 
sense of the declarations made by _Presi- 
dent Wilson.’’: 


Herr Scheidemann, leader of the Ger- 
man majority Socialists, suddenly ar- 
rived: in Switzerland the other day, ‘‘ to 
rest after his fatiguing Reichstag 
-duties.’’ The ‘‘ rest '’ lasted only two or 
three days, during which he is known to 
have been in constant converse with the 
pro-German Dutch Socialist Troelstra 
and other pro-German peace propagan- 
‘dats. Now, to travel all across Germany, 
especially under present travel condi- 
tions, for the sake of two or three days’ 
stay in Switzerland, would seem to most 
people rather an extraordinary way of 
taking a rest. Furthermore, it is singular 
that ese German majority Socialists 
who desire to meet ‘pro-Gérman Social- 
ists or peace propagandists in Switzer- 
land never seem tO have difficulty in 
getting a passport for the ‘purpose, ul- 
though,‘ in general, permits to leave Ger- 
many aré hard to obtain. 


Not only have the Austrians and Ger- 
mans mobilized their own subjects for 
conducting their peace offensive, but 
they are pressing as many neutrals into 
their service as possible. Any neutral 
holding a position in Germany is induced 
either to write an article himself in 
the sense in which the Germans want it 
written or to put his name to an ar- 
ticle written by. them, which he sends 
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to Swiss shienidaaaile: if he be a Swisa;. 
to Dutch newspapers, if he be a sags 
man, &c. 


One such article I have before chagmiier 
in’so important’ a journal as the Neue 
Ziircher Zeitung of Sept 8. It ‘is signed 
by a Swiss who is a professor in Halle. 
Discussing the ‘‘ Peace Problem,’’ he in- 
sists that there is far too much said 
and written about who is responsible:

ty EDWIN cakry RANCK. 
HAT Russia, driven to despera- 
ticn by the chaotic and intoler- 
able conditions that now exist 
within her borders, is willing to 
take dictation from any Government 
that will promise her relief and some 
semblance of law and order—even if 
that nation be Germany—is the solemn 
declaration of General A. Dobrajansky, 
representing a united group of Russians 
which is striving to reconstitute the 
Russian netional forces and continue 
the war aguinst Germany in; full accord 
with the A'lies. 

General Dobrajansky, who has just 
arrived in New York from _ Siberia, 
pleads éloquently with the ‘Allies not’ to 
overtook this pressing opportunity to 
litt the burden of anarchy from Russia's 
weary; shoulders, stamp, out Bolshevism, 
and degt,a death blow to.the German in- 
trigue and propaganda that have pois- 
oned, his unhappy. country.. 

General Dobrajansky is on, ie way 
to-Washington to ‘plead for’ immediate 
ihtercesston on the part of the’ Allies 
aifd theff full co2éperation in the carry- 
ing out ofa concerted ‘program to régen- 
érate Russia and enable‘her to win back 
her: national self-respect and the respect 
of the other, nations. He: denounces. Le- 
nine and Trotzky.as paid hirelings of 
Germany, who are. systematically .loot- 
ing Russia,” and declares that Bol- 
shevism and all it stands for—which is 
Gerininy—must “be thrown out, lock, 
steck,-and barrel, before there can be 
any “systematic form‘ of government in 
Russias *:. 

The .General holds Kerensky and his 
first Government. directly responsible for

General Dobrajansky, who was_for- 
merly ‘Vice Chief of the technical sec- 
tion of. the Russian Ministry: of War, 
and who was also at one time Chief of 
the Division of. Armored Cars, was only 
a Colonel in the Russian Army. when the 


war started in 1914, but was soon proy 


moted to the rank of General of Divis- 
ions. He owns the Cross of St: George 


and Sabre: of Honor, the highest mil-~ 


tary honor in” Russia,. and-‘-has. many 
other Russian .and. foreign decorations. 
But despite his picturesque and adven- 
turous career he looks very, much like 
a quiet, well-dressed New York business 
man. He is about 5 feet 8 inches in 
height, about 50 years of age, and, with 
his closely cropped grayish mustache 
and blue eyes, is very ‘much the type of 


officer we have in the American Army? 


“Give me.the New: York police force,” 
he said, in speaking of. the Bolsheviki, 
“and I could clean up Russiay The

through Siberian Manchuria, gathering 
valuable military’ information ‘for the 
Allies, : 


‘“IT am a member,” said the General, 
‘of the Central Executive Committee 
xf the party working for the salvation 
of Russia. ‘This party has been con- 
3istently working in the interest of ‘the 
Allies. Many of the so-called -Russian 
tiberals are affiliated with us. I ama 
Liberal myself. The Liberals are con- 
‘istent patriots, workimg unselfishly for 
‘he betterment of Russia. I was in the 
Russian Army up té October, 1917, and 
only left when nearly, all of the higher. 
officers had’ ‘been killed by. our own 
soldiers. ; 

‘‘Up to the present there has been a 
state of chaos in Russia.-That our group 
is trying to change. We call ourselves a 
group, because we are patrietic Rus- 
sians imbued with one single idea: the 
rehabilitation of .Russia. .In our group 


‘are men of affairs whose names are well 


kyown, even in America.

As character 
studies they are amusing enough, but 
they occupy many minutes that can ill 
be spared from the development of 
the central theme and characters, 

Yet there is never a moment in 
which the play fails to hold the inter- 
est of its audience, scarcely a’line that 
does not bring its reaction of laughter. | 


And somehow its message registers— | 


registers more powerfully, in all prob- 
ability, with those who do not stop to 
think of it than with those who search 
its deeper implications. Intellectually 
it fumbles blindly, and its basic tech- 
nique is crude in the extreme; but 
there is a reality in its inward mood 
and a lifelikeness in its characters 
which carry their own conviction. 

In the crudity of its basic technique, 


no less than in the vividness of its 
vernacular and the vitality of | its 
characters, ‘‘ The Big Chance ”’ falls 
in line with American comedy in gen- 
eral. Even among the plays of Clyde 
Fitch and Augustus Thomas it would 
be hard, perhaps impossible, to cite 
one which develops a theme or situa- 
tion with the flawless logic, the ‘‘ one 
increasing purpose,’’ of European 
drama at its best. 

| In the fact that ‘‘ The Big Chance ” 
has a theme, however, and a theme 
that is so sound and moving, it stands 
apart from our comedy of recent 
years, and far above it. Any one who 
looks for an inner meaning in our 
multitudinous crook plays and buisi- 
ness plays will end with the sensation 
of being in a moral madhouse.-Among 
our war plays especially, ‘“‘ The Big 
Chance ’’ comes as an inspiring nov- 
elty. For once we are free of the 
attempt at a theatric realization of the 
gigantic events in France—free alike 
of wounded heroes who dream school- 
girl dreams and of flatfooted su- 
pers who leap over the top. Instead, 
we envisage the war in the only place 
where it really matters, which is in 
the minds and hearts of quite com- 
monplace men and women. And in 
one other respect it is apparently des- 
tined to make its mark.. In the face 
of the prevailing epidemic it has ap- 
parently landed as one of the big suc- 
cesses of the season.

The team thus 
split, Miss McDermott went to the Cen- 
tury Grove, being the young woman who 
gave so skillful an imitation of Frisco | 
at that centre of art. 

In June Frisco went into the ‘ Fol- 
lies,’’ but when it came time for that 
entertainment to take to the provinces 
his vogue here was such that he felt 
that he would be. doing himself an injus- 
tice to depart.

ILLIAM DEVEREUX, who plays

These 
artists are apt to stir up a &pirit of an- 
tagonism in a public accustomed to 
judge art by an alien standard. Artists 
are a meek people and have borne glad- 
ly that the public should assume a 
knowledge greater than their own con- 
cerning their particular task. <A critic 
who woukt not think of denying the 
wisdom of a physician in using aconite 
on the ground that it did not resemble 
the pretty flowers of the monksheod, 
would quarre) cheerfully with an aftist 
for using an abstract line derived from 
a natural form because it did not wear 
the aspect of this form as it occurs in 
nature. He would have a right to his 
quarrel {f he could prove the abstract 
line a falsification of the form from 
which it was abstracted, but he seldom 
gets as far as this, and the artist meek- 
ly submits and goes on having fun with 
his mind. In the case of Mr. Engle it 
is excellent fun, and the observer who 
rebels against giving up all pleasures 
of association for the love of the ab- 
stract Is tempted to see in the beautiful 
little *‘ Pattern from Chateau Cham- 
bery ’’ a richer beauty than exists in 
Mr. Engle’s more detached and imper- 
sonal pictures.

The war will furnish the keynote of 
the Thirteenth Annual Exhibition of the 
National Society of Craftsmen to open 
in the galleries of the National Arts 
Club on Dec. 4, work for and by wound- 
ed soldiers predominating among the ex- 
hibits. Interest and action will be sup- 
plied by groups of partially disabled 
men from the front actually working 
at crafts which they have been taught 
since their return. They will be seen 
doing mental work, textiles, pottery, 
block-printing and rug weaving, each 
group under the guidance of a 
.from that particular creft. 

Whilecommercia] and benevolent ry 
ests have responded widely to the need 
of re-educating crippled soldiers for 
manufacturing industries, it is felt that 
in many ceses craft work will supply 
a higher wage to meet the shorter hours 
imposed on them by a weakened 
physique. The National Society of 
Craftemen has undertaken the educa- 
tion {n such crafts of men whose useful- 
ness in their former occupations hee be- 
come impaired, and many of its mem- 
bers are now giving instruction to re- 
turned soldiers in Mines for which they 
show adaptability. The society is making 
this contribution toward the solving of 
a present day problem with the thought 
that the returned soldier may become a 
national asset in replacing, to a great 
extent, the Buropean craftsman upon 
whom we were largely dependent and 
of whose aid the war has largely de- 
prived us.

GERMAN PROPAGANDA 





realized as the war Grags on that 
the greatest of all struggles for the 
mastery of the civilized world is 
of a two-fold nature. Physical force, 
supplemented as it is by all the re- 
@ources of m@dern science, is not the 
only factor. It is not ‘sufficient to 
break or annihilate men’s bodies; their 
minds also must be conquered, eithér 
beaten down into stupefied acquiescence 
er won -over by plausible argument 
Curiously enough it is Germany, the 
chief advocate and exploiter. of physi- ! 
eal force, who was the first to recog- ; 
nize the necessity and organize the 
methods of this warfare upon the minds 
of men which passes today under the 
general title of propaganda. 
Of -the nature, the extent, and the de- 
moralizing effects of German propa- 
ganda-in this country in the period 
before we threw in our lot with the 
Allies, we are by this time fairly wel! 
informed. Our entrance into the war 
was marked simultaneously by an at- 
. tempt to crush this German propaganda 
within our borders and to counteract 
it at home and’abroad. At home, it 
may be said without undue boasting, 
thet we have won a complete and over- 
whelming victory. What there is left 
of German propaganda in this country 
is feeble, obscure, and _ ineffective. 
There is abundant testimony that our 
national unity of purpose has reached 
a point untouched by us either in our 
elvil war or in the Revolution. As to 
eur foreign propaganda, it is too early | 
yet to estimate its effects. But it its 
as certain as anything can be in this | 


T IS becoming ever more clearly 





uncertain world that if at the close of 
the war America is to play the part to! 
which she is entitled in the councils of 
the. world, our foreign propaganda | 
must be continuous, well planned, and 
weil executed. 

Popular misconceptions as to Ameri- | 
can’ ideals and aims, American condi- | 
ions, the American temperament—in | 
short as.to all things American—are rife 
not only among our enemies, but in neu- |

In general, the attempt of the propa- 
ganda is to reach’ as many readers a& 
possible, to approach them in ‘all pos- 
sible ways, and to. make this appeal 
continuous and uninterrupted. 

What is the aim of all this voluminous 
and varied prepaganda? M. Schocll 
views it as a ‘triple one. It attempts in 
the first place to weaken the morale of 
France by executing, so to speak, a 
flank attack on the Erench Swiss, or 
French colonies in Switzerland, and on 
the numerous soldiers on furlough and 
internes in that country. Secondly, it 
attempts to raise the reputation of Ger- 
many as the most powerful and enlight-

to Germany, and if it were primarily 
due to German propaganda, one victory 
at least might be credited to the hard- 
working authors thereof. But it is more 
than probable that this urgent desire 
for peace at any price is due to other 
causes, sheer weariness of the appar- 
ently interminable war, nerves racked 
and strained by a long succession of 
horrors, the increasing difficulties of the 
food situation of Switzerland, and so

“ Thére is some fear that the Govern- 
ment may seize the land, but in the 
main.

‘ Another thing that is responsible for 
the tremendous searcity of food is the 
lack 6f capital to Work thé land. The 
same situation obtains hefe as in in- 
austty’. Thé feasants niay seize the 
fand, but that does them no godd tun- 
less théy have capital to cultivate it. 
They néed machinery and they need to 
pay labor. Just giving men land does 
not solve the difficulties. I foresec ter- 
riblé times ahead for Russia in regard 
ta food. And things are bad now. 

‘A few weeks ago,’’ Dr. Dillon re- 
marked, by way of illustrative diver- 
sion, ‘‘ a friend of mine-passing through 
Siberia was obliged to spend the night 
in Viadivostok. When he inquired fof a 
rcéom he found that there was only one 
room to be had in the town, and for 
that one night he was asked four hun- 
dared rubles! That is About $200 in your 
monéy. Naturally he could not or would 
not pay such a price es that and he 
went back to his train; if he had not; 
been able to do that I don’t know what 
he would have done.” 

Dr..Dillon is emphatic in his praise of 
American methods of aiding Russia. In 
the first placé, he points out, the distri- 
bution of focd along the lines of the 
railroads, whéréver it is possible at ali, 
is as efficient and far-reaching as it 
ean be in times athd condittigns like 
these. The Americans and the Inglish 
ate béth doifig all they can to feed the 
Russian people, he declares. 

‘““Thée Américan Government is doing 
everything that is feasible to relieve the 
fcod svarcity,’”’ he said, ‘‘ but even so, 
it se#ms t6 mé that the task is almost 
in the naturé of an insoluble problem.”’ | 

When it comes to the question of 
American ability to deal with the potit- 
ical situation, héwever, Dr. Dillon is 
mére hopeful. He refuses to make | 
spéecific forecasts—save to reiterate his 
faith that Russia will ‘‘ wh through ’’— 
but he believes” that President Wilson 
has chosen the right way-to set about 
aiding the Russian people and. that 
America is the one country thet can of- 
fer aid and hope for influence. 

‘“‘T have firm HOpe that Russia will 
evéntually récover from her present sad 
plight,”” he said, ‘but it will take a 
Ggonsilerable time. She will work out 
through her ordeal; but’ the end is not 
yet. And the friegdly powers must lend 
a helping hand. 

“That is difficult. It takes 
deal of tact. The Russian 
fhgely sensitive to ahythings that mar 
seem humiliating.

The ftrst is the 
Beneral belief that Russia will come 
through her ordéal; the seéond is that 
saceéss will crown the efforts of the 
Omsk Govérhment.

“Phat is fomething 
which tt is sithply too early to judge.

Discussed by Kaiser’s Publicists--- 
Intentions Toward Belgium 


ERR KUNO . WALTEMATH 
wrote in the Preussische Jahr- 
biicher in January, 1916: ‘* Con- 
tinental power and - colonial 

power is the brief summing up of 
Germany's purposes in the war.’’ Dr. 
Adolf Grabowski expressed it thus, in 
Was Neue Deutschland, four years ago, 
October 28, 1914: ‘‘‘Nothing is more 
urgent than that the whole German na- 
tien should be seized by the will to con- 
quest. We must, at whatever price, en- 
large Germany’s territory on the Con- 
tinent.”’ 

In the early part of last year, at Lau- 
sanne, a huge volume was published, 
containing compilations made by &. 





Grumbach of the German annexation- 
-ist aims. Although they were extreme | 
pronouncements of ‘‘the will to con-| 
they were not the expression of | 
the Pan Germanists’ aims alone. Herr! 
Grumbach took them from men of all} 
parties, from official statements of op-! 
pesing groups, from newspapers and | 
magazines that range from hard-and- | 
-fast conservatism to socialistic faith. | 
Last Winter, under the title of ‘ Ger- | 
many’s Annexationist Aims,’’ extracts | 
translated and arranged by J. Ellis; 
‘Barker were published in this country, 
(BE. P. Dutton & Co.) Soon after the’! 
book's appearance here the German of-; 
fensive began; but the interest which | 
attaches to those confident expressions | 
of intention now is very different from 
what it was in the dark days last! 
Spring. 

Here is a little summary written by 
‘Max Schubert, a, manufacturer, in| 
** Deutschland am Schicksalwege.’’ pub- 
Mahed in Léipsic in 1914: 

‘* Belgium; the bulk of whose popula- 
-tlen is of German descent, will, after | 
the disgraceful deeds of the population, | 
probably remain permanently a part of | 
Germany. If we succeed in seizing, in: 
addition to the Belgian coast, part of 
the Atlantic coast. of France, then we. 
should obtain the possibility of breaking | 
Hingland's supremacy in Eurgpean 
waters. If we can enforce peace with | 
France and Russia, victory over Eng- | 
land will surely follow. We can enforce | 
our will upon apparently inviolable Eng- | 
land by means of a Continental block-.-' 
ade and similar means. Possibly we | 
may succeed also in throwing England | 
out of the Mediterranean, where it has! 
no business to be. * * * | 

“* Production in large quantities, which 
is particularly beneficial to the national . 
e/onomy, is possible only within large | 
eqenomic areas. Already

forms such an area. Together with its 
friends and allies, it would form a huge 
economic area which would be beyond 
compare, except in the United States. 
We could conclude friendship with the 
United States, and then we could lay 
doves. the law to the world.’’ 

As the German armies are withdrawn 
from one position after another in Bel- 
gium and the HMereration of that coun- 
try by Germany’s military defeat is as- 
sured, the plans in rey—-d to Belgium 
and the Belgians are perhaps the most 
pertinent of all. In June, 1915, for in- 
stance, the Mtinchener Neueste Nach- 
richten, the principal newspaper of Ba- 
varia, commented editorially upon a 
statement,of the Bavarian King: 

‘““For our King, who is certainly most 
reliably and most exactly informed on 
our military position, there is no longer 
any doubt that we shall be able to lay 
our hands on Belgium at the conclu- 
sion of the peace; that we shall cer- 
tainly do this as far as is necessary for 
military reasons and, as regards the 
mouths of the Rhine, for economic rea- 
sons, in order to assure the future of 
the German people. * * * The conse- 
quence of the present war will be that 
German mouths of the Rhine will 
lead to the German Ocean. <And this 
will be purely a German affair.”’ 

Germsny has lost all her submarine 
bases on the Belgian coast. In October, 
1914, Professor Martin Spahn wrote in 
the monthly Hochland: 


“The coast of all. continents, except 


!the American, which can protect: itself, 


must be dominated by German naval 
guns. This demand signifies thet our 
conquests made at the dawn of the war 
must permanently be retained. 

* Particularly Wwe must get to the 
Channel. Having suffered’ so much 
from Belgium, that country cannot re- 
deem itself by handing over to us the 
* We have occupied 
Belgium against France, and we re- 
quire that country against England. 
The Channel is by far the most impor- 
tant European trade route. As one of 
its two shores cannot be taken away 
from England, we must have the 
other.”’ j 

In 1915 Dr. Hermann Losch wrote in 
Der Miiteleuropiiische Wirtschaffts- 
block, Leipsic: 

“The present war is being fought not 
only in Belgium, but also 
gium. The precious German blood 
which has been spilt in huge quantities 
on Belgian soil must be revenged. * * *

whole Belgian coast and all fortresses, 
particularly the threatening fortress of 
Liége, must remain~in German hands. 
* * * The whole territory must be in- 
cluded within the Central Européan 
economic union of the future. All Bel- 
gian State railways and the Belgian 
post, telegraph, and cables must come 
into the possession of Germany. ‘The 
National Bank of Belgium must be 
closed and German currency intro- 
duced. * * * 

“The problem whether Belgium 
should remain a State, the future of the 
Congo State, the question what lan- 
guages may be used, &c., are of a com- 
paratively minor importance. * * * 
In view of the mixture of nationalities 
in Belgium, it would be out of the ques- 
tion to put matters to the popular vote. 
The remarks which in connection with 
this have been addressed to us by the 
United States do not apply, as we have 
not heard that the North American In- 
dians, the population of Panama, and 
the inhabitants of the Philippines. have 
assented, by means of a plebiscite, to 
incorporation in the United States.” 

Writing in’ the periodical Der Pan- 
ther in October, 1915, General von Geb- 
gattel makes several significant state- 
ments. Not only is his remark about 
the beginning of the war suggestive; he 
has a plan «Yr avoiding trouble with 
the people { ~ ‘‘ Germanized Belgium 
and France; and in view of the motives 
and purposes of the United States in the 
war, his references to the preciousness 
of German blood is interesting: 

*“ We have desired the war,”’ he writes, 
“because we thought it necessary and 
because we were aware that a war is 
most easily fought and is least san- 
guinary the earlier and the more de- 
terminedly it is waged. There is an ad- 
vantage in selecting the favorable mo- 
ment for war. * * * 

“The German nation. of course, 
could not be asked to fight for the free- 
dom or for the political independence 
of the Ukrainians, the Poles, and other 
foreigners. German blood is too 
precious for that. We have no lives to 
spare for crusades. If we fight we fight 
for our own advantage. * * * The Ger- 
man people must not be allowed to de- 
cay. within its narrow boundaries. *_* ®* 

“It may be objected that the seiaure 
of land on our western frontier will | 
give Germany millions of foreigners | 
whose presence. will endanger the na- 
tional character of the State. Such a| 
development must be avoided at any | 
price. The way this can be done is} 
happily shown by a number of. historic | 
precedents. Jt is notorious that the Ro-| 
mans, the greatest practical colonizers 
of antiquity, considered the forcible 
transference of masses of population a 
favorite measure. A Similar proceed- 
ing was successfully inaugurated later 
on by Charlemagne ‘and .during the 
present war by the Hungarians, who 
transferred tens of thousands of Ser- 
bians away from their country.”’ 

Dr. Adolf Grabowski, however, is 
willing to make greater sacrifices to 
avoid danger of constant insurrection 
in ‘‘ conquered ’’ and ‘‘ annexed’’ Bel- 
gium. In October, 1914, he wrote: 
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“Look at Belgium. If we should sims 
ply annex it we should have a second 
Poland in the west, and this new Poland 
would be much worse than the old, for 
all the people would be insurgents. Now, 
should we retain only.the strategical 
line Liége-Namur, take Antwerp in ad- 
dition, allow the rest of the country to 
administer itself, and bring, the country 
into a favorable connection with ~Ger- 
many, we should have all security for 
its preservation. The Belgian coast 
would always be for us a military posi- 
tion and téte de pont against England. 

** At the same time, the Belgians would 
not feel that they were Germany’s sub- 
jects. Hence, the danger of insurrec- 
tions would be avoided. It we retain 
Antwerp, it would be wise to make\an 
exchange with Holland whereby Ger- 
many would receive the mouth of the 
Scheidt, while Holland would get the 
Belgian part of Limburg. * * * 

‘“‘Tf people should ask whether we in- 
tend to become a world power which 
overtops the other world powers 80 
greatly that Germany would be the only 
real world power, the reply must be that 
the will to world power knows no limita. 
A world power has less right ever to 
consider itself satisfied than has a great 
power. The principle of the balance of 
power. on land and sea is absolutely ir- 
reconcilable with the ideal of world 
power.’’ : 

A good many Germans have publicly 
expressed ‘‘war aims "’ with regard to 
Holland. Herr Alfred Ruhemann writes 
in ‘‘ Die Vernichtung der englischen 
Weltmacht,’’ published in Berlin in 1915: 

‘“‘If we should take Antwerp we 
should by its possession not obtain free 
access to the sea. We require guaran- 
tees for that free access, and we can 
obtain it only if Holland is willing to 
enter into better and dloser relations 
with Germany. Some day we might have 
an army in Antwerp and a fleet at the 
mouth of the Scheldt, but could not 
bring the two together unless we forced 
a passage through neutral Holland.”’ 

The same writer suggests in another 
article: 

“ Before determining’ Belgium’s fate, 
Holland and Luxemburg should perhaps 
be asked what attitude they intend to 
take up toward Germany in the future. ; 
* If these two countries are ready | 
to act jin accordance with Germany’s} 
wishes and to increase our security to- 
ward France and England, it would pér- 
haps be judicious to increase the terri- 
tory of Holland and Luxemburg at Bel- 
gium’s cost. 

“Lhuxemburg might receive Belgian 
Luxemburg, and thus a firm connection 
would be created with German Liége, 
the German Ejffel, and the allied Lux- 
emburg State. It might also be judi- 
cious to cede Antwerp and the Flemish 
provinces of Belgium and the coast land, 
including Dunkirk and Calais, to Hol- 
land and so complete the Flemish-Dutch 
State. * * * The question now arises: 
Will Holland and Luxemburg be ready 
to give Germany the necessary guaran- 
tees of security in entering with us into 
a federation? ’’ i

eminent politicians have demanded. * * * 
The creation of this frontier and the 
acquisition of Belfort and surroundings 
for the protection of South Germany are 
thoroughly justified. This is by no 
means an arbitrary conquest: It must 
be considered as the minimum of securi- 
ty. No words need be lost about the 
attaching of Belgium to Central Europe. 
That is a matter of course.”’

In Belgium and in French 

Flanders they made official the Flem- 

ish designations that were used al- 

ternatively, before the war, with the 

French titles; but in France in most 

cases they simply substituted. German- 

ized names for the French. 

In Belgium, Alost, the French name, 
was temporarily lost in Aalst, the 
Flemish equivalent; by the Germans the 
town of Arlon was always called Arel; 
Mons was known only as Bergen; Ter- 
monde as Dendermonde; Dixmude as

American diplomacy is notably success- 
ful. On one occasion the City Hall in 
a French town was ardently desired for 
the work, but no pleading moved the 
Mayor. At length a handsome Amer- 
ican woman worker tackled the propo- 
sition. She possesses the Ph. D. from 
one famous American university and is 
Professor of Modern Languages in an- 
other, and when Monsieur the Mayor 
saw standing before him that refined, 
good-looking lady talking more accurate 
and elegant: French than he himself 
could command he capitulated, and 
with a wave of his arms cried, ‘‘ Take 
it all and do what you wish with it.’’ 
The next morning he found his court- 
room turned into a dining hall and his 
private office transformed into a 
kitchen. 2 

A large number of the huts are, how- 
ever, built by the organization accord- 
ing to plans especially designed by 
architects in the Y. M. C. A. war serv- 
ice. There are two types of such build- 
ings: Type A, a‘single hut, 144 feet by 
30 feet, and costing, with tables and 
benches, €0,000f., and Type B, a double 
hut, 180 feet by.90 feet, costing nearly 
90,000f. Smaller than these are wooden 
ealled ‘Adrian  barracks,’’ 
requiring an expenditure of 20,000f. 
When lumber is not accessible—and its 
scarcity just now is almost tragic—the 
French abri tent, a double-lined can- 
vas, costing from 3,0C0f. to 7,000f., is 
used; while in the small troop units an 
ordinary camp tent may be utilized for 
association work.

numbered sections so nearly ready ‘for 
assembling that in: one instance a type 
was erected and fully equipped in’ one 
week. Such speed would not be possible 
were it not for the hearty co-operation 
of the army. It is. an interesting and 
certainly: an amusing sight to see.a 
group of soldiers sieze upon the lumber 
as it is unloaded from the ten. great. 
freight wagons required for the ma- 
terial of a double hut, hustle it to the 
spot marked as the site, and begin. to 
hammer the structure into shape. The 
hut arises like magic, and the whole 
affair reminds one of-the ‘‘ house-warm- 
ing’’ occasions of pioneer days in 
America. \ 

The enthusiasm is genuine; for the 
quicker the work the quicker the drinks, 
the reading, the. piano, the moving 
picture. .It is through such. volunteer 
efforts that much of the -building is 
done, but it is now planned to procure 
‘*floating’’ gang of Serbian 
laborers to go from’ camp to camp, 
erecting or ‘‘ knocking down ”’ the great 
board structures. For the huts, often 
following the army division, must be 
capable of rather severe treatment’ in 
the present war, and must be pfeserved 
for probable use after the war as shelters. 
for returning refugees. 


And when the hut is finished, what 
must be put into it to make it a home 
for soldiers? More than 1,040 articles 
must go into the larger types, and 
what an array of things is included! 
First comes the inevitable piano or 
phonograph, or both—who dares say 
Americans are not music lovers?—and 
then stoves, -lights, flags, chairs, 
brooms, basins, towels, Bibles, tobacco 
cutters, percolators, checkers, knives, 
forks, spoons, blankets, blotters, chess, 
what-not. — 


No one knows exactly how many 
pianos and phonographs are at this 
moment in use by the YY. M. C. A. in 
France—the kindly local citizens have 
given or lent so many—but one would 
be conservative in placing the number 
of pianos at 500 and the number of 
phonographs still larger. Music is one 
of the saving graces of our army, and 
innumerable musical organizations have 
been started among the soldiers by the 
association. At one of the larger avi- 
ation camps, for instance, an orchestra 
of seventy pieces, conducted by an ex- 
perienced New. York City director, fur- 
nishes music of surprisingly high 
quality, while all over France numerous 
mandolin clubs, glee clubs and jazz 
bands experiment. on their comrades in 





the huts, 


: The rival of the musical entertain- 


ment is the moving picture, and today: 


the Y..M. C. A. in France maintains a 
corps of. skilled operators in charge of 
100 machines, valued at approximately 
$400,000, and over a million feet of film. 
Innumerable stereopticons and the best 
quality of lantern slides obtainable in 
Europe and America reveal to the boys 
the wonders of the~tarth and sky and 
‘' 6f the waters under the earth.’’ 

The association soldier is an astonishing 
reader. In fact, if our civilization may 
be. judged by the amount of books and 
magazines read by our boys in the rath- 
er primitive life.of the camp, we have 
nothing to fear in the way of national 
intellectual atrophy. From Oct, 1 to Jan. 
1 the: library at Y. M. C. A. headquar- 
ers forwarded to the field 30,802 volumes 
of general literature, 35,536 volumes of 
religiouss literature, 191,632 ; pamphlets 
and pieces of. sheet music, 128,000 up- 
to-date issues of magazines,-and count- 
less thousands of out-of-date periodicals, 
while there remained in the great Paris 
warehouse awaiting shipment 40,000 vol- 
umes on various subjects, over 75,000 
pamphlets, and more than 132,000 hymn 
books., And still the flood of reading 


‘matter pours into Paris, and then out 


to barracks, camp, and trench. 

In February alone there were out- 
standing orders from the association for 
379,864 volumes, and probably the orders 
have been vastly increased since then. 
The mere shipping and mailing of this 
printed matter and the tens of thou- 
sands of letters sent in care of the 
Y. M. C..A. is a herculean task; but the 
headquarters Post Office—large enough in 
itself for a good-sized city—is under the 
supervision of one of the most success- 
ful business men in America, and it 
keeps its head above the deluge with ad- 
mirable persistency. 

Furnishing the American' army in 
France. with sane, healthful amusements 
is no. small undertaking; but the asso- 
ciation attacked the problem almost as 
soon as the American forces began to 
arrive. The attack has been a success. 
If any soldier has an idea that a Chris- 
tian must be a long-faced kill-joy, afraid 
of all pleasure and scornful of all frivol- 
ity, he has had abundant opportunity 
in the huts to change his view. 

In March fully, six hundred concerts, 


lectures, plays, readings, &c., were given 


by talent connected with the association, 
and one may judge the variety and 
quality. of these activities by the names 
of such helpers as E. H. Sothern, George 
Randolph Chester, Irvin Cobb, Winthrop 
Ames, Margaret Deland, Sir Arthur 
Priestly, John Craig, William T. Ellis, 


Hugucs Le Roux, Reginald “Wright 
Kauffman, and Vance Thompson. In 
March seventeen ‘‘ concert parties ’’ and 
fifteen lecturers ‘‘made’’ the eleven 
army circuits, and at present over fifty 
speakers, musicians, and entertainers 
are on the list of those willing to aid in 
this manner to make life interesting for 
the men in khaki. 

But there are excellent opportunitics 
for outdoor sports in France, and here 
again the organization hag undertaken 
to furnish not only equipment but ath- 
letic directors. When an organization 
has on hand $69,000 worth of sporting 
goods and. outstanding orders amounting 
to nearly $375,000, it must be recognized 
as probably the leader in the athletic 
world. The following figures on Y. M. 
C. A. sporting equipment, either on hand 
or ordered, for European camps should 
delight the heart of the “ fan:’’

Add to all this a multitude of nets, 
racquets, scorecards, home plates,-quoits, 
running shoes, whistles, and Heaven 
only knows what else, and perhaps the 
reader can imagine how the association 
is helping the soldier to play. 

And now in the midst of grim war 
comes the latest phase in the. business 
of being the Y. M. C, A:—the establish- 
ment of a far-reaching educational sys- 
tem throughout the entire army, a sort 
of transplanted public school system and 
khaki university across the seas. Dr. 
John Finley will head the commission 
directing the endeavor, and it may yet 
be proved that war and education can 
mix. 

But all that-is another story. 

Here, then, we have probably the 
vastest, most practical, most. virile ex- 
ample of applied brotherhood in the his- 
tory of man. Neariy 2,000 men of practi- 
cally every profession—for only a small 
percentage were originally Y. M. C. A. 
secretaries—toil day and night that the 
soldiers may. not. fail in that which is 
all-important in war—morale. Whether 
in chateau, hut, dugout, or first line 
trench, every magazine, every bar of 
chocolate, every cigar, every song, every 
word of cheer spoken, represents an 
organization so huge, so dynamic, ‘so 
self-sacrificing that the business of -be- 
ing a brother to men means something 
new to the world.

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CAVALRY OFFICERS | 
AS ARMY LEADERS 





Haig, Allenby, and Pershing Lpeet Old 
Theory That Mounted Leaders Are 
Unsuited to Field Chieftainship 


By MICHAEL A. E. WHITE.

HILE the great war has upset 
‘ many theories, it remains for 
what seems to be the end of 
it to disprove the theory that 
a cavalry officer, from the.nature of his 
training, could not be entrusted safely 
with the command of a field army com- 
posed of all branches of the service. 

If you think of the conspicuous mili- 
tary commanders of modern times, it 
will be found there is hardly a cavalry 
officer among them. Thus we find Na- 
poleon, artillery; Wellington, infantry; 
Grant, infantry; Sherman, artillery; 
Moltke, infantry; Roberts, artillery; 
Kitchener, engineers, and in the present 
war Joffre, infantry, and- Foch, artil- 
lery. True, there .is Sheridan for an 
exception, but even he began his mili- 
tary career as an infantry officer: Gen- 
erally, the infantry predominates, with 
artillery a close second, engineers third, 
and the cavalry almost nowhere. 

This, of course, does not apply to 
cavalry command as a unit in which the 
leaders of that force have again and 
again won all the possible merit of their 
spurs. 

On the Continent of Europe especially 
this situation probably developed from 
the idea that the cavalry officer in a 
measure succeeded the mediaeval knight 
and cavalier, hence brilliant equestrian 
performances and something like the 
joy of danger were more expected of 
him than strategic brains. So as war 
gradually grew more scientific the cav- 
alry of Europe became filled with the 
young bloods of the: aristocracy or 
wealthy classes, gay, daredevil fellows 
in splendid uniforms; while the men 
who did the thinking and campaign 





planning were drawn mainly from the 
less spectacular branches of the service. 
In this way the cavalry officer occu- 
pied the position of a- separate social 
caste, the idol of the drawing room and 
hunting field, brave to utter reckless- 
ness when the trumpet charge sounded, 
but beyond that not presumed, at any 
rate, to bother himself overmuch with 
professional study. His expensive style 
of living, amours, and what not made 
up a popular type of hero for a certain 
class of fiction a score or so of years 
ago. 

For the likely reason that the English 
are a sporting nation and keen sports- 
manship was considered essential in a 
cavalry officer, they continued giving 
the cavalry officer chances to make 
good in supreme high command after 
hé, had been set aside from such promo- 
tion elsewhere. This testing out of him 
somehow too frequently proved costly, 
if not disastrous. The dismal record of 
Lord Raglan in the Crimea was in part 
repeated by the unfortunate exploits of 
Buller and Methuen in the Boer war. 
It was Roberts, a gunner, and Kitchener, 
an engineer, who hastened to overcome 
the blunders of Buller and Methuen. 
Still, English faith in their cavalry of- 
ficers as commanding generals seemed 
unshaken. Thus, when the great armies 
lined up at the outbreak of the present 


| war, the most conspicuous, {f not the 


ohly cavalry officer in army command, 
was General French of the British Ex- 
peditionary Force. That he displayed 
praiseworthy skill in the. Mons retreat 
is conceded, though of his services 
later it is perhaps too early to speak. 
But presently out of the enemy camp 
swept the first ‘victorious cavalry field 
army commander in modern times, ex- 








cepting Sheridan, in von Mackensen. 
His strategy was as much a surpkise 
as his personality remains enveloped in 
mystery. How he achieved high com- 
mand is but a vague guess, his previous 
record in the public eye resting mainly 
on his cutting short the German Crown 
Prince’s foolish Death’s Head Hussar 
capers at Kénigsberg with the sternest 
disciplinary meastres. And he wouldn't 
back down, ever for the Kaiser. #0 it 
was reported. 

Meantime, Haig, another cavalry offi- 
cer, succeeding French, more gradually 
took on the form -f high command until- 
he is now ‘seen ranking with the best. 
Somewhat after ~« fashion of Macken- 
sen then flashed up Allenby of the 
cavalry in Palestine, conducting to a 
triumphant finish one of the most bril- 
Mant campaigns of the war. ~ 

Lastly, but foremost in our eyes, 
General Pershing, a cavalry officer, 
enters the war in command of the 
American armies, and at the St. Mihiel 
salient let the Germans know straight 
from the shogulder what they have to 
expect from/him as a military com- 
mander of the highest ability. Which 
all goes to show that in these times, 
with the discard of war finery—gold 
lace, glitter and feathers—all along 
the line the real man comes to the 
front from the cavalry equally with 
other branches of the service.

WHY ARE PIANO RECITALS? 


By JAMES GIBBONS HUNEKER 


: MAN .sitting between his women- 
folk at a piano recital last week 
suggested the question, Why are 
Piano recitals? There was a 

hunted look in his eyes, betimes he 

feverishly examined the exits. Any- 

where, anywhere out of the hall! I 

didn’t know this martyr to the artistic 

aspirations of his family, yet when his 
glance signalled to -me S O S my 
masculine freé¢masonry prompted me to 
throw out a lifeline in the symbolic 
manner best known to all good men and 
true. But, alas! I was a. fellow-con- 
vict rowing in the same musical galley 
of vain regrets. So I fell to tugging at 
my oar, i. ¢.' my vrogram, wherein I 
noted with dismay that it was only the 
sixth movement of a prodigious sonata, 
and as the thirteen-volced fugue piti- 
lessly pelted my ear-drums as pelts 
hail on the roof of a sensitive hothouse 

a@ wave of pity, not unmixed with indig- 

nation, welled up from my sub-con- 

scious self, and again I propounded 
the query, Why are plano recitals? 

A young person or persons of various 
gexes sit before a huge coffin whose 
open maw is furnished with ferocious- 
appearing white and black teeth. Little 
wonder that Barnum’s educated ele- 
phant wept when confronted by a con- 
cert grand pianoforte. The filial animal 
recognized the tusky remains of its 
mother in the ivory keyboard. Some of 
us feel like imitating. that elephant as 
we hear the ghosts of Bach, Beethoven, 
and Chopin wailing under the steely 
finger-tips of youthful piano virtuosl. 
My old quip about being butchered to 
make a piano manufacturer's holiday 
does not apply in every case; but best 
of instruments ceases to give forth 
mellow tones when attacked by a har- 
monious blacksmith. The limitations of 
the pianoforte are obvious. The greatest 
artist is the one who creates the illusion 
of sustained tone, where such a quality 
exists not. Strictly speaking, Liszt, Ru- 
binstein, Tausig, Essipowa, Joseffy, 
Godowsky, Hofmann, De Pachmann, 
and Paderewski did not, and do not, 
play on an instrument of percussion. 

The hard impact of the hammer on the 
wires is dissimulated, and this dissimu- 
lation was and is the very essence of 
their art. Not to smash the keys is the 
first law in the commonwealth of tone. 
How many observe this law? Obsessed 
by the idea of orchestral style, tonal 
values are sacrificed to sheer volume. 
The shibboleth of the hour is weight. 
Bach must be played with weight. It 
‘was reported a distinguishing character- 
istic of Beethoven’s manner, and long 
ago Amy Fay told us of Deppe’s axiom: 
play with weight. Instinctively all the 
stars in the ‘ pianistic’’ constellation, 
above all Thalberg, employed the triceps 








in the production of a rich, full tone. 
The Dutch virtuoso, Martinus Sieveking, 
assefts without fear of contradiction 
that he can impart the secret of weight 
in one hour; but he was a famous ath- 
lete as well as a pianist; nevertheless, 
the crux of the question still remains. 
You may play with weight, but if you 
are not musical your tone, nothwith- 
standing its quantity, will not ravish 
the ear. It is quality that rules, pre- 
cious and elusive quate. And in all 
the Seven Arts. 

Apart from tif natural desire to live, 
té make a display, and win fame, the 
pianist is prompted to give recitals be- 
cause inner necessity is the master. In 
such instances we get a Guiomar 
Novaes or an Augusta Cottlow—not to 
drag in Velasquez, Bauer, and Gabrilo- 
witsch. Then you lUsten to genuine 
music played with emotion and intelli- 
gence. You are spiritually refreshed. 
In the huge, noidy, whirling kaleido- 
scope of life a piano recital is an oasts. 
You forget for the nonce the horrors, 
vulgarities, and petty monotonies of 
daily existence. And sometimes you 
don’t; that is, when a muscular youth 
or maiden brutally unmasks the inti- 
mate soul of the pianoforte. If two- 
thirds of our piano-playing population 
could be persuaded to avoid public per- 
formances, and if the major portion of 
the remaining third were forbidden un- 
der penalty of internment to attempt 
Chopin, the present scribe would enjoy 
@ peace beyond all understanding. How- 
ever, he does not anticipate the millen- 
nium just yet. 

Miss Novaes furnishes an exemplar 
of pure, unaffected ‘‘ pianism.’’ Femi- 
nine to the core, she does not, and I 
hope never shall, ape the so-called 
‘‘ grand manner,” though I confess I 
know of few pianists of her sex who 
are better qualified for the exposition of 
the ‘‘virile’’ style. She is naturally 
endowed with an admirable muscular 
and nervous system, and she has a 
marked musical temperament, supple- 
mented by much personal charm. At 
her cradle her fairy godmother was gen- 
erous, omitting no gifts, not even san- 
ity, the rarest of qualities among the 
tribe artistic. She can do what she 
wishes in the technical field: her various 
touches, legato, legatissimo, staccato, 
spiccato, portamento; her scales and 
trills, double notes, octaves, chords, and 
passage. work generally seem effortless, 
though in reality the result of most 
artful labor. Her sense of rhythmic 
values is remarkable—and without 
rhythm a pianist {s like a body without 
bones, as is a religion without dogma; 
the skeleton is missing. The automatic 
element in her playing of complicated 
figuration, an element that makes the 





performance of the majority of pianists 
as colorful as a whitewashed wall, as- 
sumes in her case spontaneous musical 
outpouring. 

Chopin it was who réduced almpst to 
nil. barren automatism, the primal curse 
of the keyboard. Novaes plays the clas- 
sics with purity of style and the joy of 
life; and Chopin without morbidezza, or 
undue rubato, a daylight Chopin, yet 
with a serenity and clarity that reveal 
the classic Chopin. Her color range is 
in harmony with her feeling for the 
Hnear. The exfoliation of her orna- 
mental passages evokes the Grecian. 
Her pedalling is atmospheric. Her play 
is a synthesis of all that is excellent in 
the graceful French school, and the 
profounder palette of the Slavic—for it 
must be conceded that thus far the Slav 
has been, of all nationalities, the hap- 
piest in adapting itself to the mercilessly 
restricted conditions of the pianoforte 
and its rigid semitonic scale. It is 
hardly necessary to adduce the names of 
Chopin, Anton Rubinstein, Annette Es- 
sipowa, Karl Tausig, Paderewski, Go- 
dowsky, De Pachmann and Josef Hof- 
mann. 

Miss Novaes has the art of making 
each finger stroke significant, of charg- 
ing her every touch with all the music 
it will hold. For example, recall her 
Playing of Paderewski’s bird-like Noc- 
turne at her recital last week. The mel- 
ody Hes in the upper reaches of the key- 
board, where the tone is shortest and 
usually dry—though not so on her partic- 
ular instrument. Paderewski alone pro- 
cuced such a fluty tone. Her can- 
tabile is the outcome of savant 
strategy. She is au illusionist as yet 
in the dewy mornirg time of her art 
and life. The moonlight will appear 
later on her personal canvas. Her 
left hand is masterly, like the gen- 
eral of an army. Sentimentalists have 
assured me that when the grand climac- 
teric arrives, when she has experienced 
a ‘‘ grande passion,’’ has supped sorrow 
from life’s long, bitter spoon, then her 
art will widen, deepen, grow loftier and 
more intellectual. Now may Apollo 
forfend ! 

There are so many oversexed pianists 
who rend passion and, incidentally, 
music, to rags that her admirers hope 
Guiomar Novaes may be spared the 
greatest of the illusions. Her playing is 
as refreshing as spring water gushing 
from an inaccessible mountain top. There 
is plenty of time, say after 50, for that 
unique love experience (unique’ with a 
woman! Geewillikens!) When the lunar 
ray penetrates her brain—soul is the 
more -approved expressfon—her barom- 
eter of sensibility. will, no doubt, accu- 


ics that spy upon the secret souls of 
artists, have an opportunity to cavott, 
(I don’t mind telling you in confidence 
that.I am trying to get a froni-row acat 
for that fascinating exhibition.) 

It is gratifying, and somewhat of a re- 
Hef, for lovers of the Boston Symphony 
Orchestra to learn that at the first con- 
cert of the season in Boston the band 
fairly outshone itself. This with a new 
conductor and changes in its personnel, 
Pierre Monteux is a firmly established 
favorite as a conductor at our Metro- 
politan Opera House; but as provisional 
conductor of the Boston Orchestra he has 
developed into a star of the first magni- 
tude, according to no less an authority 
than Philip Hale, who said, inter alia, in 
The Boston Herald, that ‘‘ Mr. Monteux 
has an exquisite sense of tonal values, of 
tonal balance and proportion. He is an 


invoker of euphony. He has the respect 
for clarity and logical development that 
characterizes his nation in literature and 
art. Mr. Monteux has * * * warmth, 
imagination, émotional expressiveness,’ 
Mr. Hale also noted an improvement in 
the string choir. The brass has ‘*‘ more 
character than in former years. Its full 
force was impressive, never. blatant.’’ 
All this is Joytul news, espécially as 
praise from the Sir Rupert of Boston 
criticism is praise indeed. In conclusion,

INTERNATIONAL ORCHESTRAL. AMENITIES 





HEN the Boston Symphony Orches- 
tra comes to town this week un- 
der its new allied leadership by 

Monteux, soon to yield to Rabaud, and 
with permanent guarantees by a board 
of Major Higginson s fellow-townsmen, 
it will open all its concerts: here by play- 
ing ‘The Star- Spangled Banner,” says 
a@ private méssage today. More then “3 a 
score of the players are new, but the 
quality of the premier band has been 
tried out in a month of rehearsals and 
recently in concerts at home. 

Frederick S. Converse has prepared the 
Boston version of America’s anthem, and 
Mr. Monteux himself asked permission 
‘to add two bars to Mr. Converse’s or- 
chestral arrangement, which is said to 
be a full harmonization, in place of last 
year's broadly simple air from Herbert's

RIVAL OPERAS SOON 





WO operas are told today, and the 
rest may be announced tomorrow, 
for the opening week’s schedule of 

the Metropolitan opéra season,. starting 
next week Monday. Caruso, Mme. Ho- 
mer, and the new French baritone, 
Couzinou, will be the first-night stars in 
@ gala performance of Saint-Saéns’s 
“Samson et Dalila.” The tenor’s other 
appearance of the week will ‘be in 
Verdi’s ‘‘ Forza del Destino.’’ 


**It is a pleasure to discover that the 
public shares my interest in the forth- 
coming présentation of what is to most 
persons a ‘new’ opera of Verdi,” said 
General Manager Gatti-Casazza yes- 
terday. 

The Academy production by Colonel 
Mapleson occurred, Mr. Gatti said, on 
Tuesday evening, March 24, 1880, with 
a‘cast consisting of Mrs. Swift, a so- 
prano recalled by few today; Miss Anme 
Louise Cary, still alive ‘and in good 
health, and Messrs. Itai, Campanini, 
Galassi; and Del Puente. 

But this was not New York’s first ac- 
quaintance with the opera, for Max Ma- 
retzek, who was a wel!-known impre- 
gario in the ’60s, promoted it at the 
Academy of Music on Feb. 24, 1865—be- 
fore both London and Paris had heard 
it. This was due to a special arrange- 
ment with Verdi, who wrote from Lon- 
don May 3, 1862, to his publisher, as 
follows: 

- “Mr. Maretzek will hand you this 
letter. He desires to make arrange- 
ménts with you for the éariy production 
of ‘La Forza del Destino.’ I have as- 
sured him that a few days after its 
representation at St. Petersburg. you 
will have the original score, It depends 
on you to decide how long it will take 
you to forward it to America to have 

it represented at an ensuing carnival. 
In St. Petersburg it will be given about} » 
Nov. 2 or in December next. Mr. Ma- 
retzek desires also the ‘cantata which 
I wrote for the exposition in London.”

T first the going was good, with:

the moon up all the way. 

left at 6 P. M., passed through 

Jerusalem at midnight.. Moon- 

ee made: the journey wonderfully 

weird. The camels stepped. along with 

cushioned tread: there was no talking 

or smoking; and the old associations of 

the Holy City had a curious effect upon 

one. In Jerusalem and ‘on the Jericho 
road it was awfully dusty. 

We camped for food next mofning at 

’ Talat-el-Dum, half way betweén Jeru- 


salem and Jericho, then went on without 


Bleep after our all-night trek, and got 
our first glimpse of the Dead Sea. 

The Dead Sea surprised me; I ex- 
pected gloom, but instead found it very 
bright and sparkling. We’ crossed the 
Jordan in the afternoon; river a great 
disappointment; very swift flowing cur- 
rent_but narrow.. We crossed .by pon- 
toon. bridge about twenty yards wide, 
(enough for twelve camels in line.) The 
whole column route took six hours to 
cross. Immediately on crossing there 
was a huge dust storm, accomvanied by 
rain’ which made it very unpleasant ; 
the head of the column, on crossing, was 
shelled a bit by the enemy, but-no cas- 
ualties; and we passéd on the east sido 
of the river a few Turkish corpses and 
shell holes. We noticed the dead had 
been stripped by ‘the Circassians— 
stripped naked. 

After three hours and toward ‘the end 
of the afternoon we reached the foot of 
the mountains of Moab and commenced 
to climb. From the: Jordan Valley to 
our destination was a climb royghly: of 
5.000 feet. All that nights: pt_on, 
very cold, and toward. spigraing rain 
came.
